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ADAP 

increase not 
enough, 
say activists

G overnor Pete Wilson’s new 
$34.5 million proposal for 
the California AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program is under fire by 
AIDS service organizations who say 
more money is needed. 

Critics also oppose Wilson’s deci¬ 
sion to help augment the program 
by redirecting $1.4 million Ryan 
White Title II grant funds from 
AIDS service groups around the 
state. 

“That’s a bad precedent,” said San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
spokesman Timothy Rodrigues. 
“Those funds were earmarked, and 
should be used to meet existing 
needs.” 

Wilson’s proposal calls for the ad¬ 
dition of three protease inhibitors 
(saquinavir, ritonavir, and indinavir) 
to the program, which provides pre¬ 
scription drugs to almost 11,000 
uninsured and underinsured HIV¬ 
positive state residents yearly. 

The annual cost of adding the 
new class of drugs is estimated at $9 
million yearly. The anti-retroviral 
3TC was added last year at an annu¬ 
al cost of $2 million. 

Wilson’s proposal also includes a 
$5 million augmentation from the 
state’s general fund, $3.5 million in 
rebates from pharmaceutical manu¬ 
facturers, and an $8 million federal 
supplement from the increase in 
California’s share of recently reau¬ 
thorized Ryan White Title II funds. 

The $1.4 million in redirected 
funds will come from local AIDS 
service groups that were told to ex¬ 
pect cuts in Ryan White funds, and 
rewrote their yearly budgets accord¬ 
ingly, said SFAF Public Policy Asso¬ 
ciate Laura Thomas. When the fed¬ 
eral Ryan White Act was reautho¬ 
rized earlier this month, there were 
no cuts - but the surplus funds were 
not restored to local agencies by the 
State Office of AIDS, Thomas said. 

A Senate conference committee 
will consider Wilson’s proposal next 
week, when an additional $5 million 
in general funds is expected to be 
added to the program, Thomas told 
the B.A.R.. 

She also said AIDS experts be¬ 
lieve a realistic ADAP augmentation 
amount for the fiscal year is $27 mil¬ 
lion in new funds, and that Wilson’s 
budget did not take the probable de¬ 
mand for new AIDS drugs into ac¬ 
count. 

According to State Health Direc¬ 
tor Kim Belshe, ADAP is currently 
experiencing a shortfall of $6 mil¬ 
lion, but Belshe said the governor’s 
budget included “sufficient funds” to 
cover the shortfall. 

“Governor Wilson recognizes the 
benefits of this program, both to its 
clients and to the public at large,” 
Belshe said in a press statement. ▼

Did the Chronicle 
discriminate against 
Wigstock West?

T he San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission has 
stepped in to investigate 
charges of bias, after an ad for 
Wigstock West was rejected last 
week for publication in the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 

The Saturday, May 25 dragfest 
drew more than a thousand peo¬ 
ple to Fort Mason and raised tens 
of thousands of dollars for the 
Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center 
and the Stop AIDS Project. 

The publisher of Q San Fran¬ 
cisco filed the anti-gay and gender 
orientation bias charges with the 
HRC on Friday, May 24, after an 
advertisement - featuring an 
image previously published in the 
Bay Area Reporter - was rejected. 

Don Tuthill, owner of the 
monthly magazine, said SF News¬ 
paper Agency Special Promotions 
Director Claudia Molina told him 
the proposed ad’s image of The 
Lady Bunny mugging with a leafy 
carrot in her famous “San Francis¬ 
co or bust” pose was “appalling” 
and would not run in the Chronicle. 

“She said that it was an ab¬ 
solutely appalling image of a man 
in a dress, sucking on a vibrator, 
and they would not run it in the 
newspaper,” Tuthill said. 

Molina failed to return Bay 
Area Reporter calls for comment 
about the alleged censorship. 

Under a controversial joint op¬ 
erating agreement, the SF Newspa¬ 
per agency books classified ads for 
both the Chronicle and the San 
Francisco Examiner - and routine¬ 
ly runs erotically-charged images 
in their pictorial ads for heterosex¬ 
ual sex clubs and theater venues. 

“Lady Bunny is chewing on a 
carrot, not a vibrator,” Tuthill said. 
“This is offensive and outrageous. 
It’s homophobia. 


“I said they couldn’t do this, 
that they routinely run images of 
women fondling their crotches - 
but they wouldn’t run a man in a 
dress?” 

Tuthill said after Molina told 
him the agency didn’t like the way 
the Lady Bunny was eating her 
carrot, he “hit the roof.” 

“I basically told her that at this 
point I wasn’t going to let it rest 
there, and that there was no time 
to create another ad,” he said. 

Tuthill said that he reluctantly 
agreed to change the image in the 
ad in order to have it published in 
the Chronicle -but continued to 
run into problems with the news¬ 
paper agency. 

“She was so condescending,” 
he said. “She claimed to be only 
the messenger, but her boss 


wouldn’t speak to me.” 

Efforts to run another ad in 
space contracted for by Wigstock 
sponsor Shadow Broadcasting - 
but donated to Wigstock - also 
proved futile when the newspaper 
said that arrangement was a form 
of bartering, and wouldn’t allow it 
because of the variety of logos 
from other corporate sponsors, 
including Q San Francisco. 

According to HRC discrimina¬ 
tion representative Cynthia Gold¬ 
stein, the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission will investigate the 
charges and offer mediation ser¬ 
vices to resolve the incident. 

The San Francisco Newspaper 
Agency failed to respond to re¬ 
peated Bay Area Reporter requests 
for comment on the anti-gay and 
gender orientation bias charges. T 


Castro area drug house 
goes to court again

an Francisco Superior 
Court Judge James Conway 
iiP will rule in early June 
whether or not to sustain the ap¬ 
peal of $40,000 in small claims 
judgments against the owners of a 
former Castro district drug house. 

Conway heard the appeal by 
attorneys for Beatrice and Edward 
Yap in a day-long court action on 
Friday, May 17. 

“We’ll probably never see any 
of the money because of the city 
judgment and the mortgage al¬ 
ready on the property,” said 
David Perry, a member of the 
residential neighborhood group 
that sued the Yaps over the 
17th/Douglas Street house whose 
former residents were evicted last 
month. 

The residents openly sold and 
distributed methamphetamine 


and operated an illegal sex club at 
the site. The residence was subject 
to two raids by police and contin¬ 
uing complaints by neighbors for 
some 18 months. 

Among the complaints, ac¬ 
cording to Perry, was the presence 
of numerous minors congregat¬ 
ing in and around the site. 

At least one property owner in 
the area was forced to move after 
months of city inaction about the 
site. 

Although the 17th Street 
house was the subject of a drug 
abatement action with stringent 
requirements against the owners 
ordered, and was subjected to 
fines, the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that the City Attorney’s 
Office is now looking into viola¬ 
tions of the court order. 

According to Perry, one of the 
former tenants was seen on the 
property despite a requirement in 
the court order that the former 


tenants stay away from the drug 
house. 

“That’s a very serious violation 
of the court order,” said Deputy 
City Attorney Karen Carerra. “We 
may have to go into court ex-parte 
for enforcement.” 

If the city seeks further sanc¬ 
tions against the property or its 
owners for violations, the elderly 
owners could be forced to pay 
tens of thousands of dollars in 
additional fines and face other 
sanctions. 

Perry entered the house for the 
first time this weekend to see the 
extent of damages caused by the 
former tenants. 

“It was much worse than I ever 
imagined. It was horrible,” he said. 
“It felt very dark - and I don’t 
mean dirty.” 

In addition to a sex club, Perry 
said that he was shown an area the 
tenants used to videotape sexual 
encounters at the site. T 
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Alameda mayor 
expected to issue gay 
pride proclamation

he Mayor of Alameda is ex¬ 
pected to give Out on the 
Island a gay pride procla¬ 
mation when the City Council 
meets on Tuesday, June 4. 

Christine Allen, OOTI execu¬ 
tive board member, said that 
Mayor Ralph Appezzato has told 
her that he will issue the resolu¬ 
tion despite the council’s vote 
Tuesday, May 21 to change the 
way the city issues proclamations. 

And at last week’s city council 
meeting, Appezzato also stated that 
he intends to issue a proclamation 
to the gay community in June. 

“The mayor stated publicly 
and unequivocally, for the first 
time, that he intends to issue a 
proclamation to the gay commu¬ 
nity during the month of June,” 
Allen said. 

Allen and fellow OOTI execu¬ 
tive board member Greg Alves 
met with Appezzato on Thursday, 
May 23, and the mayor told them 
the proclamation will be issued at 
the June 4 council meeting, Allen 
told the B.A.R. 

Appezzato declined to return 
phone calls from the B.A.R. 

Last week the council voted 3- 
2 in favor of establishing two new 
types of proclamation proce¬ 
dures. One would be proclama¬ 
tions issued in the mayor’s name 
which deal with “routine ceremo¬ 
nial and protocol” type issues. The 
second type would be proclama¬ 
tions from the council dealing 
with less routine issues that “ad¬ 
dress areas of political, moral, re¬ 
ligious, or sociological questions.” 

Appezzato and council mem¬ 
ber Karin Lucas were the oppos¬ 


ing votes at the meeting, stating 
they favor keeping the city’s 
proclamation process the way it is. 

Lucas was upset that City At¬ 
torney Carol Korade did not step 
in during the meeting to explain 
the legal ramifications of the new 
procedures. She also stated that 
she would not accept being told 
that she, as a council member, 
could not issue or agendize a 
proclamation. 

Before last week’s vote, procla¬ 
mations were issued in several 
ways. These included being issued 
by the mayor in the name of the 
city; by individual council mem- 


attempted to pass an ordinance 
stating that no proclamations 
would be issued on the basis of 
ethnicity, national origin, age, gen¬ 
der, religion, disability, or sexual 
orientation. The ordinance was 
never voted on as it died for lack 
of a second. Appezzato opposed 
the measure, saying it would in¬ 
terfere with his mayoral duties. 

Now that the new guidelines 
have been passed, Allen said it is 
not clear whether the gay pride 
proclamation will fall under “rou¬ 
tine, ceremonial matters” that the 
mayor can issue.

bers in their names; or by the city 
council majority in the name of 
the city. 

Allen said that many in Alame¬ 
da’s gay and lesbian community 
feel the whole procedural issue 
surrounding proclamations is a 
“red herring,” with the real motive 
being discrimination against the 
gay and lesbian community in the 
island city. 

Last June the council denied 
the gay pride proclamation after 
several hours of public debate. At 
that meeting, Lucas was the sole 
supporter of the resolution. 

OOTI was formed in the after- 
math of the city’s denial of the gay 
pride proclamation. 

This year, however, it appears 
that the gay community will get 
its pride proclamation. 

Allen pointed out that last July,

political and legal quicksand,” 
Allen said of the whole proclama¬ 
tion issue. “This resolution (to 
change proclamation procedures) 
is a can of worms. The resolution is 
a real slap in the face to the mayor. 

“The only thing it will prove is 
how costly discrimination can be, 
because dealing with this issue 
will certainly cost the city in terms 
of time and money,” Allen said. 

Additionally, Allen expressed 
outrage over Councilman Lil 
Arnerich’s comments at last week’s 
meeting. Arnerich compared his 
taking a stand against a gay procla¬ 
mation to his strong opposition 
against the tobacco industry, 
against pornography, against the 
Ku Klux Klan, and to taking a 
stand on the death penalty. 

His comments were “outra¬ 
geous,” Allen said, and “complete¬ 
ly indefensible in an elected offi¬ 
cial. Lil Arnerich clearly owes an 
apology to the gay and lesbian 
community.” 

Arnerich could not be reached 
for comments. ▼

“And judging from the Inter¬ 
net requests from around the 
country, people are hungry for 
this kind of programming.” 

KEST provides new-meta¬ 
physical talk in the morning pro¬ 
gramming hours and Cantonese 
language programming in the 
evening. 

Amberg said the local format 
will be entertainment, but the 25- 
hour weekly Chicago program¬ 
ming covers all aspects of the les¬ 
bigay community - and because 
of the weekday format they can 
cover events as they break.

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I'm a Woman Who Knows the Needs of the Community 
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Puccinelli resigns 
after more diverted 
charity checks surface

S an Francisco lesbian busi¬ 
nesswoman Chris Puccinel¬ 
li, the GodFather Service 
Fund official who allegedly cashed 
and spent a $10,000 bequest to 
the group, resigned from the char¬ 
ity group’s board of directors on 
Monday, May 20. 

Puccinelli’s departure from the 
agency’s board came on the heels 
of charges that she deposited and 
cashed two additional checks, to¬ 
taling $3,250 in charitable contri¬ 
butions to the group, without the 
knowledge or authorization of the 
agency’s board, said GSF co-chair 
attorney Julian Lastowski. 

Puccinelli had been suspended 
pending the conclusion of a police 
investigation into charges she had 
misappropriated the $10,000 in 
1994. 

“We have been made aware of 
two more checks,” Lastowski told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “One for 
$3,000 and one for $250.” 

Citing community and fiducia¬ 
ry obligations, Lastowski said the 
GodFather Fund contacted police 
earlier this month about the al¬ 
leged misappropriations, despite 
Puccinelli’s claim she had receipts 
for expenditures from the $10,000.

The bequest and its misappro¬ 
priation were discovered on May 
6, after an estate attorney for a 
man who died of AIDS com¬ 
plained the 1994 check had been 
cashed— but had never been for¬ 
mally acknowledged. 

GodFather Service Fund is 
well-known for providing person¬ 
al care and toiletry products, hol¬ 
iday packages, and other items to 
people with HIV disease and 
AIDS in San Francisco hospitals 
and hospice facilities. 

The Bay Area Reporter has 


learned that former GSF co-chair 
Puccinelli allegedly diverted the 
$10,000 bequest through a Wells 
Fargo bank account using a cor¬ 
porate name similar to the God¬ 
Father Service Fund. 

The San Francisco Recorder’s 
office has no records of a fictitious 
business statement for the SF 
GodFather Service Fund, which 
was the name Puccinelli used to 
open the account. 

Also, Lastowski said, Puccinel¬ 
li never had access to the agency’s 
actual bank accounts - although 
she did at one point briefly have 
access to mail for the agency. 

The locks to the group’s postal 
lock box at P.O. Plus on Castro 
Street have been changed follow¬ 
ing the discoveries, Lastowksi 
said.

O rganizers were granted a 
city permit on Thursday, 
May 23 to hold the Castro 
Street Fair, despite criticism by the 
Merchants of Upper Market & 
Castro, a group of local business 
owners who say the annual event 
doesn’t turn enough profit back to 
the neighborhood. 

Slated for Sunday, October 6, 
the Castro Street Fair draws tens 
of thousands of participants to 
the Castro neighborhood for 
food, crafts, and entertainment. 

According to MUMC Presi¬ 
dent Barry Hermanson, the mer¬ 
chants’ group’s concerns about 
the Castro Street Fair were sup¬ 
ported by Eureka Valley Promo¬ 
tional Association and the 
Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association. 

Hermanson denied charges 
that the merchants’ group was a 
spoiler that wanted to take over 
the production of the yearly event. 

• “It is our belief that any time a 
street is closed, community input 
should be the basis of any deci¬ 
sion to grant a permit,” Herman¬ 
son wrote in a May 22 letter to the 
city Department of Parking and 
Traffic. 

“Even though an organization 
has a long history of operating an 
event such as this, it should con¬ 
tinue to have the support and 
provide tangible benefits to the 
community,” he said. 

Many Castro area merchants - 


bar and liquor store owners are 
notable exceptions - complain 
that they must close the day of the 
fair because of massive crowd 
control problems. 

MUMC has charged that al¬ 
though the street fair is run by a 
non-profit organization, it pri¬ 
marily benefits controversial pro¬ 
ducer Rick Thomas, also known 
as Rick Slick. Thomas was paid 
$35,950 in cash compensation in 
1994 from gross receipts of 
$75,137 - more than 47 percent - 
and received more than $140,000 
in compensation from the funds 
raised during the fair over the last 
eight years. 

But according to one Castro 
Street Fair board member, 
Thomas’s position with the fair is 
now being reassessed, and he has 
agreed to a reduced salary for the 
remainder of the current fiscal 
year. 

“Rick Thomas has agreed to a 
reduced salary of $1,200 a month 
for the remainder of this year in 
order to cut administrative over¬ 
head,” wrote newly-appointed 
CSF board member Ed Goehring 
in a letter to the merchants’ group. 

“His position with the fair will 
be re-evaluated by the board after 
this year,” Goehring said. 

According to Goehring’s state¬ 
ment, the CSF board will also pro¬ 
vide detailed financial statements 
to MUMC for the 1995 fiscal year 
as soon as possible. 

Flat 15 percent 

MUMC had initially proposed 


that a flat 15 percent of the fair’s 
profit be given back to communi¬ 
ty non-profit groups, but alterna¬ 
tive proposals have also been 
under discussion among CSF 
board members. 

One proposal for community 
fundraising during the fair is plac¬ 
ing cash collection barrels for fair- 
goers to contribute donations at 
entrance gates - with all day-of- 
event income cash collection and 
handling done by Brink’s. 

Goehring also said that the fair 
may adopt a fundraising practice 
of the annual June Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, and Transgender Pride 
Day event. It may also share in¬ 
come from beverage booths with 
non-profit groups, through part¬ 
nerships with beverage vendors 
and the fair. 

The CSF board has previously 
responded to criticism that the fair 
does not benefit the community 
by pointing out that it provides 
space at the fair, either free or at 
reduced cost, to non-profit com¬ 
munity service groups that want 
to sell crafts or other items to help 
raise funds for their causes. 

A CSF spokesperson has also 
defended Slick’s $35,000 1994 
salary as compensation paid for 
his production of the fair in its 
early years. ▼

|| t’s hard to tell which is worse, when the 
Clinton Administration ignores the gay 
It and lesbian community, or when it pays 
attention. We were just getting over spokes- 
creature Mike McCurry’s comment about 
“strengthening American families” - well, let’s 
face it, the question of same-sex marriage will 
be decided by some future court, not by any 
congress or any president, so the question is 
worse than moot, it’s national politics - and 
then the AIDS czar came to town. 

Everything about last week’s White 
House Commission on AIDS visit was also 
worse than moot. Judging from the panels 
we watched, nothing seemed to be accom¬ 
plished. At least, not from the standpoint of 
people with AIDS, people living with AIDS, 
people sick of watching their friends dying 
of AIDS, etc. 

The perception was undoubtedly differ¬ 
ent for the dozen or so from Washington 
who came to San Francisco, stayed at the 
Fairmont over the holiday weekend, and 
then sat on a dais and did much more talk¬ 
ing than listening for the few hours that 
mattered. 

It wasn’t the few rowdy ACT UP/San 
Francisco activists who prevented any com¬ 
munication in this case. Their complaints - 
“this is just a photo opportunity,” among 
others - were true, and in the last analysis, 
we were less troubled by their actions than 
by the White House panel’s lack of actions. 

The fact is, we’re going to have more 
nightmares about the commission than 
about ACT UP. * 

The lack of credibility was obvious by the 
notable absence of some important SF pub¬ 


lic health officials in the crowd: 
you bureaucrats know who you 
are. The problem is, the rest of the 
community doesn’t, and that means 
you’re not doing your jobs right. 

Not so the Reverend Doctor Amos 
Brown, who preached at the Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church last 
Sunday. He introduced him¬ 
self to the Castrb by bringing 
a message of healing, peace, 
love, affirmation, and concord - those are 
all his own words, and they were beautiful¬ 



ly spoken. Anyone who has never seen 
Brown deliver a sermon should do so 
at once; it is impossible to imagine 
not enjoying it. 

The message was as heartily re¬ 
ceived by the congregation as it was 
delivered by the speaker. On 
Wednesday, he became the 
newest member of the Board 
of Supervisors, following 
Leslie Katz. We look forward 
to seeing them both as indispensable allies 
in our ongoing fight for justice. ▼ 



Take Jesus back 
from the Religious Right

W ““ hy are more and more Americans 
attracted to the Religious Right? 
Michael Lerner, editor of the jour¬ 
nal Tikkun, offers an intriguing answer. 
Most Americans are suffering a great deal of 
pain and a sense of personal powerlessness, 
Lerner argues. He traces this pain to late 
twentieth-century capitalist culture, which 
fosters an ethos of competition and selfish¬ 
ness and weakens communities of meaning. 

Ironically, the economic policies of the 
Right exacerbate the very conditions that 
cause pain. But the Right has become pop¬ 
ular because, in spite of mistaken analysis, 
they have correctly targeted a real concern. 
They have legitimized anew the desire for a 
strong and meaningful public life. As a re¬ 
sult, people feel their cries of pain are heard, 
their frustrations given vent. 

“The Right helps to decrease self-blam¬ 
ing, and make people feel better about 
themselves,” Lerner writes. “For that result, 
many people are willing to buy into pro¬ 
grams ... that could easily be shown to mis¬ 
construe the real foundations of the prob¬ 
lem. They are led into scapegoating gays or 
denigrating feminism ... thinking that 
thereby they will recreate a better social 
context for strong families.” 

It is clear that religious organizations 
will not address the anti-gay agenda of the 
Religious Right until they find the moral 
will to confront their own entrenched het¬ 
erosexism. Until this happens, I would 
argue, moderate and progressive religious 
organizations also cannot effectively ad¬ 
dress the pain that Lerner identifies. For 
while the roots of that pain lie partly in the 


capitalist economy, they are also buried 
deep within the structure of the patriarchal 
family. 

Founded upon dominance and subordi¬ 
nation, supported by an ethic of authori¬ 
tarianism and obedience, the heterosexual- 
patriarchal family wounds all its members. 
Progressive Christians need to offer an 
alternative vision of family, society, 
sexual relations, and ethics. We need 
to offer a third way, a countercul¬ 
ture to both fundamentalism and 
secularism. I would suggest the fol¬ 
lowing four guidelines for that 
way. 

First, to quote Michael 
Lerner, we must “develop 
a different model of spir¬ 
itual community: one 
whose explicit goal is to 
break down hierarchies and inequalities, 
and to validate each individual as essential¬ 
ly precious and deserving of respect.” 

Second, with Beverly Harrison, I would 
argue that we need to articulate a “spiritu¬ 
ality of sensuality,” a spirituality that cele¬ 
brates our embodiment. Such a spirituality 
would help us to overcome the pollution 
beliefs that stigmatize all sex other than pa¬ 
triarchal heterosexual sex as dirty and 
wrong. 

In addition, with Carter Heyward, I 
would assert the need to ground our sexual 
ethics in mutual respect. Mutuality, equali¬ 
ty, and shared erotic power should replace 
the sexual ethic of patriarchy - an ethic 
founded on ownership that fosters relation¬ 
ships of domination and submission. Flu¬ 
idity, rather than rigidity, would character¬ 
ize our social and sexual relationships, along 
with a willingness to reach out and draw the 


excluded other into a community of love 
and justice. 

Finally, inspired by John Dominic 
Crossan’s “revolutionary biography” of 
Jesus, I would urge Christians to take Jesus 
back from the Religious Right. Jesus has 
been a captive of conservative Christians 
for too long. The Jesus uncovered by 
Crossan is a revolutionary Jesus, a Jesus 
practicing a radical egalitarianism. The so¬ 
cial revolution Jesus inaugurated of- 
fers much to American society, as 
we struggle with race, class, gen¬ 
der, and sexual prejudice. As 
Crossan writes of Jesus’ move¬ 
ment: 

“That ecstatic vision 
and social program 
sought to rebuild a soci¬ 
ety upward from its grass 
roots, but on principles of religious and 
economic egalitarianism. ... [Jesus’s pro¬ 
gram] was a challenge launched not just on 
the level of Judaism’s strictest purity regula¬ 
tions, or even on that of the Mediter¬ 
ranean’s patriarchal combination of honor 
and shame, patronage and clientage, but at 
the most basic level of civilization’s eternal 
inclination to draw lines, invoke bound¬ 
aries, establish hierarchies and maintain 
discriminations. T

Discrimination, alleged vs. real 

I read with great dismay the article by Dennis 
Conkin about the San Francisco Hilton on April 25, 
1996. As an avid reader of the B.A.R. , I rely on news 
as the factual basis on which I form my opinions of 
organizations and individuals. It seems to me it would 
be very important to report on discrimination only 
when there is certainty of truth. I would like to state 
some of my observations as an employee who cur¬ 
rently works at the San Francisco Hilton. 

I am the current “Bell Desk Manager,” and my of¬ 
ficial title is Senior Superintendent of Services. 

I am openly gay at the San Francisco Hilton. By 
this I mean, I have disclosed my sexuality for purpos¬ 
es of discussion when I attended a training seminar 
the San Francisco Hilton routinely conducts on sex¬ 
ual harassment. This meeting is conducted by key 
members of Human Resources and attended by man¬ 
agers at the hotel. I also have been openly gay to 
Howard Jacobs, Executive Assistant Manager, who 
Mr. Conkin portrayed in the article as homophobic 
by reporting allegations, but not checking if there 
may be information from current employees like my¬ 
self who believe otherwise. ,, 

Howard Jacobs initially hired me as an Assistant 
Manager at the hotel five years ago, and has since pro¬ 
moted me on two occasions. 

Even before these allegations were made, I have 
participated in dozens of interviews with a diverse 
group of applicants, and at no time did I observe Mr. 
Jacobs make a homophobic remark before, 
during, or after an interview. On several 
occasions I have participated with Howard 
Jacobs in social events, and I have never 
observed him making any references in 
humor or otherwise in reference to 
guests, employees, or applicants that 
were homophobic. 

1 I have come to learn the two major 
cornerstones of Mr. Jacobs’ selection 
criteria for line level positions have al¬ 
ways included: 

Professional presentation skills for a hospitality 
environment. This includes being well-groomed, and 
portraying a friendly, helpful demeanor. 

Level of enthusiasm and focus for wanting the po¬ 
sition. The amount of interest in building a career in 
hospitality or guest service, and not the focus of 
“What’s in it for me?” 

I also would like to add that I have worked direct¬ 
ly with Tim Miller and found him to be a very good 
employee, however in my discussions with Mr. Jacobs 
to consider him for employment, at no time did he 
cite sexual orientation or disability as reasons for not 
hiring Mr. Miller. 

In conclusion, my respect for the B.A.R. and Mr. 
Miller remains intact, however I would strongly urge 
reporters to be careful in portraying individuals and 
organizations. This will do a great service to the gay 
community by not undermining valid complaints.

Transgender community 

Beth Elliott’s May 16 column regarding Davina 
Gabriel, the demise of TransSisters , and other issues 
in the transgender community presents only one side 
of the story. Your readers might be interested in hear¬ 
ing another view. 

Beth paints a picture of a transgender communi¬ 
ty hardened into rigid attitudes. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The transgender community 
is one of the loosest group of people on the planet; 
many transfolk think even talking about transgender 
community a contradiction in terms. The represen¬ 
tation of a dogmatic community trapped in “political 
correctness” is simply inaccurate and exists solely in 
the province of Beth’s mind. 

Her report that Davina Gabriel of TransSisters has 
been attacked for identifying as a woman and lesbian 
first and as a transsexual second is disturbing for a 
number of reasons, one of them being that Beth does¬ 
n’t say how many people are responsible for this. Two? 
Ten? Fifteen? Even if it’s as high as twenty, twenty peo¬ 
ple do not constitute the entire transgender commu¬ 
nity, or even a significant minority. It doesn’t mean 
someone’s an ideologue just because they disagree 
with Davina. 

Beth’s comments on Martine Rothblatt’s The 
Apartheid of Sex are equally misleading. Almost every 
trans person I know found the ideas in Apartheid 
laughable and untenable.

As 
for Lesbians Talk Transgender (which, for some rea¬ 
son, Beth didn’t mention by name), speculation by 
Kate Bornstein in that book about whether lesbians 
will continue to exist is just that: speculation. Kate has 
also been known to speculate that one day the cate¬ 
gories of men and women won’t exist. Should we now 
assume that doing away with men and women is a 
political goal of the entire transgender community? 
And while it’s true that Zachary I. Nataf, the author of 
Lesbians Talk Transgender, thinks lesbians won’t exist 
in the future, I don’t know anyone in the transgender 
community who gives that idea credence except Beth 
and Davina. These two books hardly constitute a 
movement to “morally mandate lesbianism out of ex¬ 
istence.” 

I also find objectionable Beth’s use of the term 
“politically correct” to make a blanket condemnation 
of ideas she doesn’t like. “Politically correct” is almost 
always used by right-wing people to dismiss ideas 
without having to discuss them and to avoid consid¬ 
ering other facts that lead to alternate points of view. 

Finally, it’s okay if Davina Gabriel and Beth Elliott 
wish to identify as women and lesbians and not as 
transsexual. This has been a very popular choice 
among MTFs for a long time now. Davina and Beth 
are not the first transsexual women to do this, nor the 
last. To claim this is a brave position held in the face 
of enormous community opposition is inaccurate 
and dishonest.

T his columnist received more 
than the usual number of 
calls this past week regard¬ 
ing Mayor Willie Brown s ap¬ 
pointment of the Reverend Am os 
Brown, the respected but some¬ 
times controversial minister of 
the Third Baptist Church, to re¬ 
place newly-elected Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden on the 
Board of Supervisors. Mayor

Unfortunately, because of his past 
comments and actions, many in 
our community feel they already 
know him only too well. 

We’ll just have to wait and see. 
Hopefully, we will one day all be 
satisfied with Supervisor Brown. 

The deafening silence of some 
of our “leaders” on the Brown ap¬ 
pointment is puzzling, especially 
as many of them have openly crit¬ 
icized the good reverend for his 
anti-gay stances in the past (in¬ 
cluding his initial defense of the 
notorious Reverend Eugene 
Lumpkin). I’m not going to name 
names (they know who they are - 
so do you), but if Frank Jordan 
had made this appointment, you 
can bet those same political hon¬ 
chos would be trumpeting their 
outrage. 

Politics and people 

My congratulations and best 
wishes go out to Supervisor-des¬ 
ignate Leslie Katz and her re¬ 
placement-to-be on the Commu¬ 
nity College Board, Andrea 
Shorter. Both are respected and 
highly qualified public servants. 
Mayor Brown deserves thanks 
from our community on these 
two appointments. 

Predictably, the Chronicle , re¬ 
porting on the Katz appointment, 
breathlessly pointed out that she 
is “Brown’s person” (she was very 
active in his mayoral campaign) 
and added that gay businessman 
Mark Leno (thought to have 
been on the supe short list) is 
“known as a protege of Migden’s.” 
Oh, well. Typical. 


Yea! High school administra¬ 
tors in Hacienda Heights, Los An¬ 
geles County, decided last week to 
let a lesbian high school senior 
bring her female lover to the 
prom. 

And yes, President William 
Jefferson Clinton will 
sign legislation to out¬ 
law same-sex mar¬ 
riages if it gets to his 
desk. It’s election 
year, folks, and the 
GOP-controlled 
Congress can be ex¬ 
pected to pass a slew of 
bills that they 
hope will em¬ 
barrass Mr. 
Bill. The same- 
sex marriage legislation (intro¬ 
duced, of course, by a Republican) 
is designed to drive a political 
wedge between this president and 
the country’s gay and lesbian vot¬ 
ers who helped elect him in 1992. 

David Clarenbach, a former 
Wisconsin state legislator who’s 
now the executive director of the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory Fund, 
said that while he considered 
Clinton’s decision on this issue 
disappointing, he did not believe 
the president has betrayed his gay 
supporters. Clinton, said Claren¬ 
bach in a statement to the Bay 
Area Reporter /'has done more for 
gay rights than all the previous 
presidents combined, and I would 
not honestly expect him to risk 
his presidency by vetoing a bill on 
gay marriages.” 

However, another gay rights 
group, the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign Fund, thinks differently. It 
withdrew its invitation for White 
House advisor George 
Stephanopoulos to speak at its 
June 15 dinner in San Francisco as 
a protest against the president’s 
decision. 

AIDS activists in Washington 
are telling me that the Philadel- 
phia/D.C. AIDS Ride scheduled 
for June 21-23 will include 3,000 
cyclists. The 250-mile ride is ex¬ 
pected to raise more than $5 mil¬ 
lion for the cause. 

Mayor Brown vowed this week 
to defy Attorney General Dan 
Lungren’s threats and continue 
to help fund a needle exchange 
program here. Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty recently ended its program be¬ 
cause the state says needle ex¬ 
changes are against the law. 

As for the aforementioned 
Lungren, the national GOP has 
named this conservative and 
probable ’98 gubernatorial candi¬ 
date co-chair of the Republican 
platform committee for their Au¬ 
gust convention - giving Lungren 
a prominent role in his party’s up¬ 
coming fight over its abortion 
plank. 

Much has been said and writ¬ 


ten about D.A. Terence Haiti- 
nan’s first 100 days in office. Sure, 
he has a different style than long¬ 
time predecessor Arlo Smith, and 
there have been some changes 
that have given the press much to 
chew on, but from someone who 
practically has a ringside seat, I 
think Hallinan has hit the road 
running in his new post and is 
doing a hell of a good job. 

Look for Ross Perot’s Reform 
Party to push up its national con¬ 
vention from Labor Day weekend 
to a date between the GOP’s Au¬ 
gust 12-15 San Diego convention 
and the Democrats’ August 26-29 
Chicago confab. Some states re¬ 
quire an early notice to get a can¬ 
didate on the November ballot, 
and since Perot has said he will 
run for president “if that’s what 
my party wants,” expect a Perot- 
Lamm (former Colorado Gover¬ 
nor Richard Lamm) ticket to 
come out of the Reform Party 
soiree. 

“Cold and bodacious”? After 
Bob Dole announced his resigna¬ 
tion from the Senate, a gaggle of 
GOP governors praised him, all 
apparently getting their spin lines 
from the national GOP headquar¬ 
ters. Minnesota Governor Arne 
Carlson on Wednesday said Dole 
showed “boldness and courage.” 
Louisiana Governor Mike Foster 
the next day called Dole “bold and 
courageous.” Michigan Governor 
John Engler later called the Dole 
move “a bold strike and an act of 
courage.” 

Then-President Ronald Rea¬ 
gan appointed Sacramento Judge 
Anthony M. Kennedy to the 

Supreme Court nine years ago. 
The right-wingers were confident 
they had an ally in the conserva¬ 
tive Kennedy. However, the 59- 
year-old justice has followed a 
thoughtful, middle-of-the-road 
approach that has made him and 
Arizona’s Sandra Day O’Connor 
(another Reagan appointee) the 
most important members of the 
high court. The votes of Kennedy 
and O’Connor on issues ranging 
from abortion and flag burning to 
school prayer and now gay rights 
have made them both the bane of 
right-wing, Republican cultural 
conservatives. 

The Quote of the Week is from 
the august New York Times : 
“When the six justices of the U.S 
Supreme Court struck down the 
Colorado amendment against 
gays as a violation of the United 
States Constitution, the ruling 
stood as one of this Court’s finer 
moments. In his bitter dissent, 
Justice Antonin Scalia, joined by 
the minority in Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist and Justice 
Clarence Thomas, was as blind 
to the promise of the Constitution 
as the majority was open to it.” ▼

ty and individual autonomy?) 

Then there’s choreographer Joe 
Goode, quoted in a review: “We 
can’t go into the next millennium 
with the burden of individuality.” 
These, of course, are chilling words 
to any woman who was ever cut 
out of the lesbian herd for not con¬ 
forming, and had to rely on 
her individuality for her well¬ 
being and self-esteem. 

Finally, this comes down 
to the fact that one of my 
oldest and dearest friends is 
on the verge of be¬ 
coming your basic 
high tech millionaire. 

L By selling her first In¬ 
ternet venture, 
she will have a 
lifetime in- 
come and the 

seed money for her next two ven¬ 
tures. To some, her net worth-to- 
be, and the fact she won’t disperse 
it among those who have less, 
make her “greedy.” Yet I know her 
as a former wage slave, marginal¬ 
ized even among sister lesbians, 
who has worked hard for 15 years 
so her lover could make art. She 
has been a font of business ideas 
that would have given great value 
to her community were she not 
surrounded by idiots who couldn’t 
understand them. Now, with back¬ 
ing to prove her ideas’ worth, she 
has created prosperity for her fam¬ 
ily of choice out of her ingenuity 
(intellectual property), coupled 
with her own hard work. To whom 
do her financial rewards belong? 

In Cuba, hundreds of thousands 
of people who have gone to work 
for themselves (individualism!) 
have been making monthly ad¬ 
vance payments on a newly-insti¬ 
tuted income tax, even though no 
rates have been published— and 
the mandatory payments make a 
steep rise next month. The income 
tax is designed less to ensure they 
contribute toward the state services 
they receive than, in the words of 
Fidel Castro, “to collect the abusive 
excess of money that some persons 
have acquired.” Hello? I thought 
communism was about returning 
wealth to the workers whose work 
created the wealth. 

Is “from each according to his 
ability, to each according to his 
need” really fair? It seems that glo¬ 
rifies need, and makes it a moral 
good, whether that need arose by 
accident or lack of diligence. At the 
same time, it says ability, diligence 
and creativity are bad things, be¬ 
cause the more one shows of either 
the more one “owes” to those who 
claim to be entitled to their pro¬ 
ductive results. It’s a topsy-turvy 
moral system in which the moral 
standing of those who create and

work is judged by the level of hap¬ 
piness of those who either cannot 
or prefer to coast. 

To the mindset that “the pur¬ 
pose of government is to redis¬ 
tribute wealth” (to quote Bay 
Guardian editor Tim Redmond), 
individualism is bad— individu¬ 
als might live for themselves 
and share only some of 
their earnings, instead 
of living for the collective 
mass of other people. Yet it 
is individuals who work in 
collective or cooperative 
businesses, to obtain 
the selfish benefit of 
being one of the bosses 
who profits 
directly from 
their own ef¬ 
fort. Individu¬ 
als provide better labor, goods or 
services to remain competitive 
with those whose labor, goods 
and services may keep improving. 
If you know you’ll get according 
to your needs, why increase your 
abilities or output, or innovate, 
and have to put more in? 

The ex-lover with whom I 
bought my house tried to turn our 
50/50 financial agreement into my 
abilities subsidizing her needs. 
After a job layoff, she went back to 
school (for a second Master’s) and 
said she couldn’t pay off her share 
of our second mortgage. While I 
worked 50- and 60-hour weeks to 
pay that loan and avoid losing the 
house, she decided she was “fragile 
and delicate,” but that was suitable 
for continuing in my “choice” to 
overwork myself. When I asked to 
change our equity shares from 
50/50 to proportionate to financial 
investment, if I had to run myself 
into the ground to keep the house, 
she went ballistic. I was greedy, she 
said. I was looking out for number 
one. I should do nearly all the 
work for only 50% of ownership 
“out of love.” 

She continued to act morally 
superior (and work only part- 
time), berating me for taking va¬ 
cations in a new van and making 
her go in 50/50 on a home im¬ 
provement loan instead of sacri¬ 
ficing myself to her enjoyment of 
the house. So who’s the greedy 
one here? And what was the cause 
of our disparity in wealth but a 
disparity in responsibility for 
earning a living? 

We benefit from working to¬ 
gether when we do so as individ¬ 
uals choosing to cooperate, not as 
slaves to the entitlement of others. 
I think the discussion of the 
“morality” of unequal distribu¬ 
tion of wealth begs too many of 
the relevant moral questions— 
like what constitutes tyranny? ▼

California AIDS Office 
convenes first 
transgender forum

II ||s ore than 100 invited peo¬ 
ple attended a Thursday, 
11 I May 24 Transgender 
Community Forum at the Miyako 
Hotel in San Francisco, sponsored 
by California State’s Department 
of Health Services’ office of AIDS. 

This first of two proposed Cal¬ 
ifornia transgender forums, the 
Northern California Transgender 
Community Forum was orga¬ 
nized by HIV Education and Pre¬ 
vention Services Branch Chief 
Harold Rasmussen. Its purpose 
was “to share information and to 
better target the issues, needs, and 
concerns of transgenders,” with 
the overall goal to “improve the 
effectiveness of HIV prevention 
efforts in surveillance and re¬ 
search, counseling and testing, 
needs assessment, HIV education 
and prevention, early interven¬ 
tion, and prevention case man¬ 
agement among transgenders at 
the state and local levels.” 

The divisional heads of the 
HIV Services and Prevention staff 
were joined by all levels of the 
members within the service 
provider communities: from the 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cils (HPPC) on the county level, 
to local level AIDS administration 
agencies, contractees, and com¬ 
munity-based organizations. Ad¬ 
ditional interested persons in¬ 
cluded Community Planning 
Working and Advisory Group 
(CPWG) members of the State of¬ 
fice of AIDS; an official from the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention; and members of the 
community who reflected the di¬ 
verse groups under the “transgen¬ 
der” umbrella term. 

TG focus groups 

After the obligatory welcome, 
introductions, and agenda review, 
POLARIS Research and Develop¬ 
ment, Inc. (an Office of AIDS 
contractee based in San Francisco 
and Washington, DC) presented a 
report entitled “Focus Group 
Findings on Transgendered Per¬ 
sons in California” by Chris San¬ 
doval of the multicultural AIDS 
Resource Center of California. 
Sandoval, who is also a member 
of CPWG, gave moving testimo¬ 
ny about the findings of a San 
Francisco focus group held last 
summer, and asked transgendered 
attendees to read key components 
of the report, starting with Tama¬ 
ra Ching, convenor of that focus 


group. 

Rasmussen pledged that the Of¬ 
fice of AIDS would distribute the re¬ 
port to all state-funded HIV/AIDS 
service provider agencies. 

Forum attendees then broke 
into six working groups, to assess 
needs of the transgender commu¬ 
nity and provide recommenda¬ 
tions to the State Office of AIDS. 

The groups focused on Getting 
Better Information About HIV 
Risk Among Transgenders; 
HIV/AIDS Epidemiologic Surveil¬ 
lance and Research Strategies; HIV 
Prevention Needs and Unmet 
Needs of the Transgender Com¬ 
munity; Barriers To Reaching the 
Transgender Community with 
HIV Prevention Messages; Cultur¬ 
al Awareness and Sensitivity about 
the Transgender Community; 
Current HIV Prevention Services 
for Transgenders (Statewide, Re¬ 
gional, Local): What is Working 
and What Isn’t Working; and De¬ 
veloping New HIV Prevention 
Strategies and Intervention for 
Transgenders: What Will Work 
and What Won’t Work. 

After brainstorming much of 
the afternoon, recommendations 
were shared: to increase - or create, 
if necessary - funding for trans¬ 
gender-specific programs; address 
the lack of education and training 
materials - and the need for them; 
include and acknowledge female- 
to-male transsexuals and transgen¬ 
ders in addition to male-to-female; 
implement transgender speakers 
and positive visibility campaigns; 
and most importantly, ensure 
transgender participation. 

Also, consensus among partic¬ 
ipants was high that “other” is not 
acceptable to transgenders when 
checking the gender/sex selection 
box on intake and reporting 
forms. 

Transgender comment 

Tony Molina, a Latina AIDS 
activist and transgender who has 
been living with AIDS for the past 
16 years, said hope was fading, 
and she had one major concern 
before her passing: that efforts to 
serve transgendered persons be 
implemented and utilized. 

“Don’t waste my time here 
today,” she said. “Do something 
about it, now!” 

More than one transgender 
complained of the redundancy of 
spending so much forum time on 
giving transgender education to 
transgender advocates, but many 
attendees were transgender-illiter- 
ate people who needed or wanted 


to learn. 

Also during the forum, ac¬ 
knowledgment was given to trans¬ 
gender Person living with AIDS 
Connie Norman, who was elected 
co-chair of the CPMG daring the 
first year. During Norman’s 
tenure, transgender HIV/AIDS is¬ 
sues were brought to the attention 
of the AIDS Office, and ongoing 
education on transgender-specific 
concerns were provided to Com¬ 
munity Planning Marking and 
Advising Group membership. 
Ching, the only transgendered 
member in California’s Commu¬ 
nity Planning Working Group, 
picked up the ball during years 
two and three, to ensure inclusion 
and participation by the transgen¬ 
der community. 

The findings and recommen¬ 
dations of the meeting will be 
compared to and incorporated 
with those of the proposed South¬ 
ern California Transgender 
Forum, to be held in Los Angeles 
later this year. 

Historic milestone 

According to Ching, only one 
percent of the 1,697 Community 
Planning Group members nation¬ 
wide was identified as transgen¬ 
dered. 

Ching, who also focuses on 
youth at risk, Asians and Pacific 
Islanders, immigrants, and com¬ 
mercial sex workers, remarked, 
“Today’s Transgender Forum 
marks a historic milestone in the 
prevention and spread of HIV 
and AIDS, not only in San Fran¬ 
cisco and California, but on na¬ 
tionwide and global levels. 

“The State AIDS office, in its 
commitments to communication 
to and inclusion of transgendered 
persons, greatly reassured the 
transgender community and ele¬ 
vated hope significantly. 

“Trust and accomplishment 
mast be proven and shown, re¬ 
spectively,” she said, adding she is 
optimistic. 

Kiki Whitlock, transgender ac¬ 
tivist, Program Coordinator of 
Asian AIDS Project’s transgender 
program, and past member of San 
Francisco’s HIV Prevention Plan¬ 
ning Council, also said she had 
faith in the State Office of AIDS 
after the forum. 

That was in contrast to her 
public comments during a Com¬ 
munity Planning Working Group 
meeting in Oakland in March. At 
that meeting, before the two 
transgender-specific forums were

Transgender anti-bias bill 
stumbles out of the gate

j* tate Senator Milton Marks’s 

’ . bill amending the Fair Em¬ 
ployment and Housing Act 
to prohibit discrimination based 
on gender identity had Sacramen¬ 
to legislators running for the exits 
when it came up for a Judiciary 
Committee hearing on May 7. 
That a quorum disappeared into 
the hallway with five embarrassed 
senators means the 0 yes, 2 no, 1 
abstain vote keeps the measure 
technically alive. However, Vicky 
Kolakowski, Chair of Bay Area 
Transgender Law Association and 
Workshops (BATLAW), conceded 
there may be “no way in hell” it 
will get through the legislature by 
the end of the current session, 
when Marks will leave the State 
Senate due to term limits. 

SB1964’s origin had been a 
model of the concept of simple jus¬ 
tice finding a response. Marks, a 
long-time L/G/B/T community 
supporter, was struck by the timely 
fairness of San Francisco’s anti-dis¬ 
crimination ordinance and decided 
to introduce a state version. But 
while the transgender advocates 
out-testified their lone opponent 
from the Committee for Moral 
Concerns, the discomfort level 
among the senators on the commit¬ 
tee proved too strong an obstacle. 

The bill had been scheduled to 
come up eleventh on the commit¬ 
tee’s order of business, but testi¬ 
mony did not begin until 4:30 
p.m., as the vice chair was on his 
way out the door. Within a 
minute, other senators followed. 
Byron Sher stood in the doorway, 
waiting for the vote to be over, as 
committee chairman Charles 
Calderon tried to rush the wit¬ 
nesses by pressuring them to drop 
their presentations in favor of a 
few comments “in your own 
words.” After a perfunctory “We’re

in support of this bill, thank you 
very much” from the LIFE Lobby, 
a doctor from the City’s Tom 
Waddell Clinic, San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Officer Stefan Thorne, and 
MTF International Vice President 
Yolanda Lewis testified. 

Thorne spoke very movingly 
about the murder of Nebraska 
FTM Brandon Teena. His testi¬ 
mony prompted the Committee 
for Moral Concern’s representa¬ 
tive to omit “police officer” from 
his boilerplate list of jobs involv¬ 
ing contact with children from 
which the transgendered should 
be excluded for a purported lack 
of mental stability. Marks retort¬ 
ed, “You’re just doing another 
Briggs initiative here, and the vot¬ 
ers of California rejected your rea¬ 
soning years ago.” 

The degree to which the sub¬ 
ject matter rattled the senators 
was evident not only from five of 
them ducking out on the hearing, 
but also from a post-testimony re¬ 
mark by Chairman Calderon that 
he felt “emasculated” by his col¬ 
leagues’ sudden exodus. 

When Kolakowski protested 
his choice of language, he dug 
himself in deeper by saying, “Oh, 
I’m sorry, I didn’t hear the word— 
I was just talking.” He apologized 
again, but moved for a vote in¬ 
stead of continuing the matter. 

Kolakowski called the bill a 
nice gesture, but regretted that 
more of the community had not 
been involved in the process. She 
admitted the bill’s advocates had 
not done enough to address the 
lawmakers’ discomfort. Moreover, 
she worries that even had the bill 
passed, it would not be enough to 
prevent discrimination. In her 
personal opinion, she said, “We 
haven’t laid the social ground¬ 
work for this. We haven’t built 
enough of a level of tolerance in 
the general community.” 

Although hopeful for the leg¬ 


islation’s eventual passage, she ad¬ 
mitted, “I don’t think you can leg¬ 
islate people into accepting you.” 

Marks aide Carol Stuart, on the 
other hand, pointed out that the 
witnesses’ poise and intelligence, 
and their moving testimony, had 
impressed veteran legislative 
staffers. She said she hopes the 
transgender community will feel 
empowered rather than crushed, 
and that she believes another leg¬ 
islator will step forward next ses¬ 
sion to pick up the banner. ▼

Continuum evicted , forced 
into contingency plans

i ontinuum HIV Day Ser¬ 
vices has been evicted from 
its six-year home at 10 
United Nations Plaza in the heart 
of the Tenderloin, and must be 
out of the building by July 31, the 
Bay Area Reporter has learned. 

Continuum has a budget of 
$1.22 million a year and provides 
day care services, including social, 
recreation, nursing, and support 
services to an estimated 40 adults 
living with HIV disease a day, ac¬ 
cording to Bill Glenn, the agency’s 
executive director. It was ordered 
out last year, after building man¬ 
agement objected to the program 
and refused to extend its sublease. 

“We are absolutely committed 
to not having an interruption of 
services,” Glenn told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “We have contingency 
plans in place.” 

The agency is currently in ne¬ 
gotiations to obtain a suitable 
Tenderloin location - and, 
spurred by a $300,000 gift from a 
Continuum board member, it will 
shortly begin a capital campaign 
to raise the funds needed to buy 
the unidentified site, Glenn said. 


Continuum rents the 10 Unit¬ 
ed Nations property through a 
sublease of a 20-year master lease 
held by Union Bank. Although the 
agency made a pitch for long¬ 
term tenancy, the plea was reject¬ 
ed by the Hong Kong-based prop¬ 
erty consortium that owns the 
building - despite the support of 
community leaders including 
Mayor Willie Brown. 

The property also houses a 
Carl’s Jr. restaurant, the Civic 
Center area federal Social Securi¬ 
ty Office, and the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation. 

The impact of the eviction is 
expected to have a small impact 
on services provided to clients, 
Glenn said. 

“We’ve kept our clients in¬ 
formed about this over the last 
year and a half,” Glenn said. “They 
are highly appreciative that we plan 
to stay in the neighborhood. That’s a 
critical issue. This is where we are 
committed to serving.” 

Glenn says that the agency’s 
commitment to the Tenderloin is 
a reflection of the changing de¬ 
mographics of the epidemic - and 
it’s why it turned down an available 
location in the Duboce Triangle area 
about 18 months ago.T

§1% arrett Jon Groeveld had no 
plans to be a writer when he 
v took his first writing class 
eight and half years ago, he ad¬ 
mits. “There was someone really 
cute I wanted to meet and they 
were taking this class, so I took the 
class to meet them - and it turns 
out that I really liked writing,” he 
laughs. 

However, Groeveld told the 
Bay Area Reporter, he discovered 
he enjoyed writing so much that 
he went on to get a Master of Fine 
Art degree in poetry and is work¬ 
ing on another Master’s degree in 
playwriting. 

Groeveld teaches a weekly two 
hour creative writing class every 
Tuesday from 10 a.m. to noon at 
the Shanti offices, located at 1546 
Market Street. He’s been pub¬ 
lished in a variety of literary mag¬ 
azines, including modern words 
and Blue Satellite. 

Winner of the San Francisco 
Browning Society’s Dramatic 
Monologue contest, Groeveld is 
also set to perform at Climate 
Theatre. 

Groeveld’s class, “The Shanti 
Writing Project,” explores all as¬ 
pects of writing - including poet¬ 
ry, fiction, playwriting, and cre¬ 
ative non-fiction - and welcomes 
writers of all skill levels from be¬ 
ginner to well-versed. 

“We have four or five people 
who come regularly, but we have 
space for 12-15. Shanti provides 
the space and the pens and pa¬ 
pers,” he said. 

The project began in January, 
but maintains open enrollment to 
new members. The only require¬ 
ment, besides registering with 
Shanti for the class, is that writers 
be honest about their work, 
Groeveld says. 

“If students want to write 
about living with HIV, they can - 
but it’s not required by any 
means,” he said. 

Classes include the exploration 
of a variety of styles and genres, 
readings of fine writing examples, 
and discussion of student work 
and examples. 

The class gives people living 
with HIV/AIDS a chance to meet 
others interested in self-expres¬ 
sion and find enjoyment in learn¬ 
ing or developing a skill, Groeveld 
said. 

“This is a space where students 
can write openly and bring things 
up. One of the great things about 
writing is that when so many 
other things in their lives are 
taken away, this is something peo¬ 
ple can use to build things up,” he 
said. 

Groeveld says that he finds the 
weekly class richly rewarding. 

‘“Everyone has been very, very 
nice. Of course, there are other is¬ 
sues involved. Sometimes people 
are really able to express them¬ 
selves and sometimes some of the 
writing is heartbreaking,” he said. 

But that comes with the 
writer’s territory - and while the 
class may be for people with 
AIDS, he says his students are like 
any other students. 

“The focus is really on helping 
students to get their stories out in 
writing,” Groeveld said. 

The free class is one of many 
social, cultural, and recreational 
services and activities available for 
people with HIV/AIDS through 
Shanti.

L esbian teenager Lyn Duff 
told a church conference 
crowd that she hopes the 
gay community can start “bridg¬ 
ing the growing gap between 
young people and adults,” as she 
accepted Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church’s (MCC) human 
rights award Saturday, May 25. 

Duff was one of three recipi¬ 
ents of the awards presented by 
the Reverend Leslie Addison, co¬ 
ordinator of MCC’s Northwest 
District Conference. 

The other award winners in¬ 
cluded: Anthony Turney, execu¬ 
tive director of the Names Project; 
Kiki Whitlock, a transgender ac¬ 
tivist and AIDS activist; and Out 
on the Island, a gay political ac¬ 
tion and community group in 
Alameda.

Duff, 19, drew a standing ova¬ 
tion from the mostly adult audi¬ 
ence after she finished her re¬ 
marks. 

“If you want an inclusive soci¬ 
ety and an inclusive church, you 
need to be willing to take risks 
and be open to treating young 
people like we are people, not like 
we’re statistics or younger ver¬ 
sions of yourselves,” Duff said. 

Duff, a journalist and youth 
activist, is also a psychiatric abuse 
survivor. When she was 15 her 
mother discovered Duff was a les¬ 
bian and, finding a way through 
the public school system, had 
Duff sent to a psychiatric treat¬ 
ment facility in Utah. Duff spent 
178 days at the facility and said 
she was one of 80 teenagers there, 
about half of whom were gay, les¬ 
bian, or bisexual. At the facility 
Duff was given heavy doses of 
drugs, repeatedly strip-searched, 
and locked in seclusion rooms. 

“Most gay adults don’t think 
that this happens anymore,” Duff 
said at the award breakfast. “They 
hear our stories and are shocked, 
thinking that because the Ameri¬ 
can Psychiatric Association does 
not classify homosexuality as a 
mental disorder that what hap¬ 
pens to us must be an aberration. 
But just as gay adults are getting 
more and more rights, youth are 
still under attack.” 

Duff said that she thinks gay 
adults are sometimes afraid of gay 
youth. Many, she thinks, are afraid 
they may be accused of being pe¬ 
dophiles. She thanked Ken 
McPherson, host of the “Hibernia 
Beach” radio show, for taking her 
in and helping her to get attorneys 
when she moved to San Francisco 
three years ago. 


“I’d like to think that as queer 
people we’re trendsetters,” she 
said. “So maybe we could set a 
new trend and it could be the gay 
community that starts bridging 
this growing gap between young 
people and adults.” 

Quitters, transgenders, 
East Bayers-oh my! 

Turney, 58, has been executive 
director of the Names Project 
since January 1993. He said he ac¬ 
cepted his award on behalf of the 
70,000 men, women, and children 
whose lives are recorded on the 
AIDS Memorial Quilt, and also 
on behalf of the thousands of vol¬ 
unteers around the world who 
have worked on the quilt. 

“Blocks of the quilt go out 
around the world to be a powerful 
tool in stopping this epidemic,” he 
said. 

Turney added that this Satur¬ 
day, June 1, he will be ordained to 
the permanent diaconate of the 
Episcopal Church at San Francis¬ 
co’s Grace Cathedral. He said he’s 
probably the first openly gay per¬ 
son to be so ordained. 

He thanked MCC San Francis¬ 
co for being a place he could go 
when he needed to after arriving 
in the city. 

“I will be forever grateful to 
MCC in general and MCC San 
Francisco in particular,” Turney 
said, then added of the Episcopal 
church, “Our church has finally 
woken up.” 

After he is ordained, Turney said 
he will be responsible for the AIDS 
Memorial Chapel that has been es¬ 
tablished at Grace Cathedral. A 
small section of the quilt is on per¬ 
manent display there, he added. 

Whitlock has been a member 


of the Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual/ 
Transgender Advisory Panel to 
the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission for the past three 
years. She is a former chair of the 
Transgender Task Force and cur¬ 
rently works at the Asian AIDS 
Project, where she provides ser¬ 
vices to the transgender commu¬ 
nity. 

While on the commission, 
Whitlock held hearings on dis¬ 
crimination and violence against 
transgender people. 

The City of San Francisco has 
since passed a landmark ordi¬ 
nance banning discrimination 
based on gender identity. Whit¬ 
lock worked on the law, which 
went into effect in January 1995, 
with former Supervisor Terrence 
Hallinan. 

“I have always considered my¬ 
self a spiritual person in the fight 
for human rights of all people,” 
Whitlock said. 

She added that fight has been 
the most difficult challenge of her 
life. 

“I encourage you to be inclu¬ 
sive,” Whitlock told the audience. 

This June, Whitlock will re¬ 
ceive an “Unsung Hero” award 
from Kaiser Permanente in cele¬ 
bration of KQED’s Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender Month. 

Christine Allen and Greg Alves 
of Out on the Island accepted the 
award on behalf of the Alameda 
gay rights group. Allen told the 
audience that the gay community 
in the island city has been “over¬ 
whelmed,” both with support by 
the community and by the level of 
ignorance on the part of some in 
the city.

Women inmates 
walk for AIDS 

Prison event raises money for hotel, camp

he second “Prisoners Fight 
AIDS” Walk-A-Thon took 
place Memorial Day week¬ 
end at the Federal Correctional 
Institution for Women in Dublin, 
as inmates walked to raise over 
$4,000 for the Ambassador Hotel 
and Camp Sunburst. 

The event was organized by 
the Pleasanton AIDS Counseling 
and Education (PLACE) pro¬ 
gram, a prisoner-initiated HIV 
peer education group. Over 90 
percent of the 800 women in¬ 
mates took part in the event, a 
feat made possible by holding the 
event over four days. 

During last year’s in-prison 
Walk-A-Thon, women prisoners 
walked more than 4,000 miles 
and raised over $4,000 for the 
Ambassador Hotel. 

Judy Greenspan of Catholic 
Charities of the East Bay 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project 
noted that the event is an unusu¬ 
al occurrence in today’s prisons. 

“The women pledged $1,500 
themselves,” Greenspan told the 
B.A.R., referring to this year’s 
event. 

The prisoners also received 


pledges of support from many 
organizations and individual 
sponsors who donated money, 
she said. 

The “Prisoners Fight AIDS” 
Walk-A-Thon was sponsored by 
AIDS service organizations, 
AIDS ministries, and women’s 
groups in the Pleasanton-Dublin 
area.

Sunburst brightens

he Sunburst Project is a 
unique organization serv¬ 
ing children and families 
with HIV/AIDS throughout 
Sonoma County.

tial summer camp program for 
children with AIDS and their 
families,” according to Geri 
Brooks, founding director of the 
Sunburst Project. The first session 
will be held the first week of July 
along the Russian River, and the 
second is planned for the first 
week of August in the foothills of 
the Sierras. 

“It’s a place that creates a safe 
community for people living 
with HIV or AIDS, and who 
don’t necessarily have an oppor¬ 
tunity to share with others their 
life situation,” Brooks told the 
Bay Area Reporter, adding the 
camp provides a place for the 
kids to be kids and for parents 
to watch their kids being kids. 
“They don’t have to worry 
about caring for them, because 
there is round-the-clock med¬ 
ical attention for the kids,” 
Brooks said. “It provides rest for 
the parents. 

“Eighty percent of our 
clients are from a minority 
background,” she said, “and 
sometimes the whole family 
may be living with the virus. 


Oftentimes you have a grand¬ 
parent who is caring for the 
children after the parents have 
died, thus making the camp 
multi-generational.” 

Activities include arts, crafts, 
swimming, hiking, and other 
typical summer activities. “We 
have a special day that we call the 
Sunburst Olympics, and the kids 
do all types of relay-type games. 
We also have a very exciting car¬ 
nival night with face painting,” 
Brooks said. 

She acknowledged the San 
Francisco Bay Area Imperial 
Court System and the San Jose 
Court System, the SF Eagle, and 
the Silver Fox in San Jose for 
helping raise funds for the Sun¬ 
burst Project. “Right now they 
are doing all this beer bust and 
stuff in the cities, that helps us a 
lot.” T

SF activist participates in 
thymus transplant trials

T hree weeks after undergoing 
a rare thymus tissue trans¬ 
plant, Bay Area AIDS ac¬ 
tivist Matthew Sharp says he feels 
“more energetic” and is happy to 
be participating in cutting-edge 
AIDS research. 

The experimental procedure, 
performed at the University of 
Vermont Burlington Genetics 
Center May 8, involved making a 
two-and-a-half-inch incision in 
Sharp’s abdomen under general 
anesthesia and grafting a small 
amount of treated donor thymus 
tissue onto his thymus. 

“They would only tell me that 
it was from a one-year-old. They 
wouldn’t tell me anything else 
about the donor,” he said. 

The two-hour procedure was 
performed as part of new clinical 
trials to study whether tissue from 
the thymus - a gland related to 
the immune system functioning 
but which physicians actually 
know little about - boosts weak¬ 
ened immune systems. “What 
they were trying to do is augment 
what thymus I had left,” Sharp 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 


Diagnosed with HIV in 1988, 
Sharp said he made the decision 
to participate in the thymus trans¬ 
plant clinical trials last year, before 
he began taking a protease in¬ 
hibitor and found that his t-cells 
count went up, his viral load went 
down, and his general health im¬ 
proved. He currently takes the 
protease inhibitor Crixivan and 
several other AIDS-related med¬ 
ications and antivirals including 
3TC, ddl, and D4t. 

Sharp told the B.A.R. he 
learned about the procedure and 
related immune restoration re¬ 
search through Project Inform’s 
Immune Restoration Project, and 
said the need to advance immune 
restoration research was a moti¬ 
vating factor in his decision to 
participate in the clinical trial. 

The costs of the procedure and 
medical expenses were paid for by 
a grant from the Linda Grindberg 
Foundation at Project Inform. A 
close friend of Sharp’s donated 
frequent flier miles, so he could 
travel to Vermont for the proce¬ 
dure. 

Cold and difficult 

Sharp arrived alone at the 
medical facility for the transplant 


procedure, after having had very 
little time to prepare for the ex¬ 
perimental treatment. 

“I was really nervous when I 
got the call five days beforehand 
that said for me to be there in five 
days,” he told the B.A.R. “I went 
without anyone and I didn’t know 
anybody. I’d never been to Ver¬ 
mont. It was cold, and a difficult 
situation. But the medical staff, 
the surgeons, the anesthesiologist, 
and nurses all gave me extremely 
good care.” 

Sharp said a two-day case of 
hives was the only negative side 
effect of the procedure. The rash 
was caused by a medication to in¬ 
hibit transplant rejection, and was 
expected. 

“I got a series of hives the third 
day after the procedure due to the 
anti-rejection serum, a six-hour 
infusion of horse globulin,” he 
said. “They were all over my body, 
but I was premedicated for them 
and they were gone for the most 
part within 48 hours. That was it.” 

He returned to his job at Heal¬ 
ing Alternatives Foundation five 
days after the transplant. 

The clinical trial will continue 
for at least four months with 
monthly blood tests. Another ex¬ 
perimental procedure will be con¬ 
ducted at the end of the fourth 
month, as another piece of donor 
thymus tissue will be transplant¬ 
ed into Sharp’s left forearm. It will 
be biopsied later to see if it has 
grown. ▼

he state Assembly Appro¬ 
priations Committee 
passed AB 3093, the com¬ 
passionate release bill for terminally 
ill and physically disabled prisoners, 
including those with HIV/AIDS, on 
Wednesday, May 22. 

The bill goes to the assembly 
floor and is expected to be voted 
on this week. 

Assemblyman Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa (D-Los Angeles), who 
sponsored the bill, reminded 
committee members of last year’s 
strong bipartisan support for a 
similar bill, AB 1408, which was 
eventually vetoed by Governor 
Pete Wilson. 

“We are hoping to succeed this 
year with AB 3093,” stated Vil- 
laraigosa. 

He pointed out that his office 
has been meeting with members 


, of the state Board of Prison Terms 
and the California Dept, of Correc¬ 
tions to work out mutually accept¬ 
able amendments to the legislation. 

“AB 3093 will streamline cur¬ 
rent compassionate release proce¬ 
dure and set strict medical criteria 
for the release of terminally ill 
prisoners who are judged to no 
longer be a substantial risk to so¬ 
ciety,” Villaraigosa stated. 

Judy Greenspan, of the 
HIV/AIDS Prison Project through 
Catholic Charities of the East Bay, 
noted that three diverse organiza¬ 
tions appeared as witnesses in 
support of the bill. They were: 
Catholic Charities of California 
and its HIV/AIDS in Prison Pro¬ 
ject; AIDS Project Los Angeles; 
and the California Correctional 
Peace Officers Association. 
Greenspan stated this was the first 
time the police association has 
added its support to this kind of 
legislation.^

Filipino AIDS group gets 
$60K United Way grant

^|P he Filipino Task Force on 

f AIDS has been awarded a 
•i $60,000 grant from United 
Way’s Community Impact Fund 
that will support FTFA’s “Tam- 
bayan HIV Prevention Program” 
for the next two years. 

Nellie Rose, FTFA spokesper¬ 
son, explained that “tambayan” 
means “a place to hang out,” such 
as a community meeting place. 
The Tambayan HIV Prevention 
Program provides an alternative 
meeting place for men who have 
sex with other men and others at 
risk for HIV infection. 

“It is a long-term cultural 
strategy for HIV education and 
prevention,” said Daniel Toleran, 
outgoing FTFA executive director. 

FTFA was one of 74 programs 
in San Francisco that received 
grants totaling almost $3.8 mil¬ 
lion from the United Way Com¬ 
munity Impact Fund. Of those 
agencies, 51 programs received 
funding for the first time, accord¬ 
ing to the United Way. [See ac¬ 
companying story, this page.] Pro¬ 
grams will begin receiving the 
money July 1. 

Over the two years of the 
grant, the FTFA program will re¬ 
sult in long-term reduction in 
HIV among unsuspecting youths 
and young adults, Rose stated. 
The program’s goals also include 
increased incidents of safer sex 
practices and increased personal 
empowerment and self-esteem 
for at-risk youths and young 
adults. 

“The United Way grant is a 
huge boost in our efforts at find¬ 
ing continuing support of FTFA’s 
cooperative grant with the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention,” Toleran stated. 

In FTFA’s grant application to 
United Way, it was noted that 
AIDS and HIV transmission have 
become an epidemic within the 
Filipino community of San Fran¬ 
cisco. According to the city’s De¬ 
partment of Public Health AIDS 
Office, Filipinos consistently have 
the highest proportion of AIDS 
cases among Asian/Pacific Is¬ 


landers in San Francisco. 

Currently, the 209 Filipinos re¬ 
ported with full-blown AIDS rep¬ 
resent 37 percent of the AIDS 
cases reported among Asian/Pa¬ 
cific Islanders in San Francisco. 

According to Toleran, the 
AIDS surveillance report also stat¬ 
ed that the number of reported 
AIDS cases among Filipinos has 
jumped 116 percent over the last 
six years. 

Toleran also said he appreciat¬ 
ed the tremendous community¬ 
wide support for FTFA. 

“Community members 
pledged over $12,000 through 
donor designations at the ’95 
Workplace Campaign,” he stated. 

Toleran said that nearly 150

T he United Way of the Bay 
Area announced May 15 
that it will distribute $17.6 
million in grants from its Com¬ 
munity Impact Fund to 356 pro¬ 
grams that address the most 
pressing social and health needs in 
the Bay Area. 

In San Francisco, almost $3.8 
million will be awarded to 74 pro¬ 
grams; 51 organizations will re¬ 
ceive funding for the first time. 

United Way’s Community Im¬ 
pact Fund pools undesignated 
donor contributions. The pro¬ 
grams will begin receiving the 
money July 1. 

According to Thomas A. Rup- 
panner, United Way of the Bay 
Area president, programs that 
were awarded funds were selected 
based on new criteria that made 
the process more open, competi¬ 
tive, and impact-oriented. Unlike 
previous years in which a set 
group of member agencies re¬ 
ceived Community Impact Fund 
grants, all Bay Area nonprofit 
agencies were invited to compete 
for grants on an equal footing. 

Ruppanner stated that the Bay 
Area chapter was one of a handful 
of United Way organizations na¬ 
tionally to adopt such significant 
changes in funding policies. 

In addition to the $3.8 million, 
San Francisco will receive 
$443,283 for regional programs - 


people donated to FTFA through 
payroll deductions via the 
AIDS/HIV Alliance, Local Inde¬ 
pendent Charities, Progressive 
Way, and United Way Campaign. 

“This is a major step for FTFA 
in its efforts to increase commu¬ 
nity volunteerism and charitable 
giving,” Toleran said. “FTFA hopes 
this continues. The desperately- 
needed funds will really help to 
further stem the AIDS epidemic 
in our community.” 

FTFA is an unprecedented 
community effort, Toleran noted, 
and is the only Filipino-specific 
HIV/AIDS program providing 
services to a community dispro¬ 
portionately impacted by the dis¬ 
ease. ▼ 


plus several million dollars in 
funds designated by donors for 
specific programs and agencies. 

In San Francisco the funds 
were distributed equally among 
six priorities: HIV/AIDS, violence 
prevention, homelessness, family 
preservation, services for the 
aging, and youth development. 
The 74 programs that received 
grants are expected to serve 
51,445 clients. 

Agencies had to prove that 
their programs could produce a 
measurable impact, and that they 
targeted at least one of the five 
goals identified over a two-year 
period: increasing personal health 
and dignity; reducing violence; 
strengthening families; disaster 
readiness; and encouraging com¬ 
munity involvement and personal 
responsibility. 

“It’s much more cost-effective 
to deal with the prevention of 
major problems such as home¬ 
lessness, domestic violence, and 
AIDS/HIV in at-risk populations 
before they occur,” said Jackie 
Ruggles, senior vice president of 
United Way in San Francisco. “As 
a society, we should be able to get 
at their roots. It’s do-able.” 

The United Way of the Bay 
Area is northern California’s 
largest nonprofit community ser¬ 
vices funder. Last year, United 
Way programs affected more than 
one million people, or one out of 
three Bay Area residents, includ¬ 
ing clients and their families. V

1 5 - he Gay Asian Pacific Al¬ 
liance won a second place

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ness.” He was removed by SFPD 
officers after excoriating commis¬ 
sion members for not mentioning 
the words “gay men” or “anal sex” 
in their remarks, and demanding 
they “go to the gay sex clubs” for 
education about HIV transmis¬ 
sion. 

Carol Rasco, Clinton’s domes¬ 
tic policy advisor, told the audi¬ 
ence that she views the issue of 
children and adolescents with 
HIV/AIDS as probably the most 
critical of the epidemic. She also 
stressed Clinton’s commitment to 
preserving Medicaid as an entitle¬ 
ment, and warned that Republi¬ 
cans will try to dismantle this 
“vital healthcare delivery system.” 

Representative Nancy Pelosi 
said, “I think it’s a sign of impor¬ 
tance to Clinton that Carol Rasco 
is here today. 

“Yes, we get impatient because 
we must,” Pelosi said of the rela¬ 
tionship between the president 
and AIDS activists. However, she 
observed, “Clinton has stood by us 
more than any other president.” 

Pelosi added that people 
should take heart in the recent 
reauthorization of the Ryan 
White CARE Act, which provides 
$700 million over five years for 
HIV/AIDS funding. 

“We have some opportunity to 
prolong life and improve the 
quality of life,” she said, naming 
protease inhibitors as just one ex¬ 
ample. 

She and others on the panel 
also stressed the importance of 
fighting HIV/AIDS discrimina¬ 
tion, particularly in housing and 
immigration. 

More needle studies 

The panel broke up so various 
members could lead smaller 
meetings on specific topics with 
local attendees. The discussion 
topics included prevention, care, 
housing, research, and drug treat¬ 
ment. 

Dr. Helene Gayle, director of 
the National Center for HIV, STD, 
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and TB Prevention for the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC), facilitated one of the 
sessions, along with Ben Schatz, a 
member of the Presidential Advi¬ 
sory Council on HIV/AIDS. 
Schatz is also executive director of 
the Gay and Lesbian Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

Gayle responded to a question 
about funding for needle ex¬ 
change programs by saying the 
federal government has not en¬ 
dorsed the program. She said 
more research needs to be done to 
determine if needle exchange 
both reduces the spread of HIV 
and does not lead to increased 
drug use among participants. 

Schatz added that it ultimately 
will depend on whether Clinton is 
reelected - and if Democrats re¬ 
gain control of Congress - as to 
whether federal funds will be able 
to be used for needle exchange 
programs. 

Alvan Quamina, executive di¬ 
rector of AMASSI, Inc., an Oak¬ 
land-based HIV/AIDS organiza¬ 
tion aimed primarily at African- 
American men, brought up the 
need for federal funding for com¬ 
munity-based organizations. 

Gayle acknowledged that com¬ 
munity-based organization fund¬ 
ing is not necessarily linked to 
HIV/AIDS prevention efforts and 
that by doing national statistical 
comparisons, officials hope to 


better link funding to community 
planning. Risk factors, particular¬ 
ly among young people, is one 
thing the CDC is looking at, she 
added. 

“AIDS prevention is not fund¬ 
ed as adequately as it should be,” 
Gayle said. “We’re battling just to 
keep the budget from being de¬ 
creased.” 

‘Not our responsibility' 

AIDS activist Joe Brewer 
pointed out that although preven¬ 
tion efforts were initially effective, 
they have stopped decreasing the 
rate of HIV/AIDS infection. 

“We need to direct prevention 
efforts toward men who don’t 
have HIV, and direct at behaviors 
that transmit,” Brewer said. “Anal 
sex is 90 percent of transmission 
among gay men.” 

Gayle responded by saying it’s 
important for the CDC to “pro¬ 
vide information and technical 
assistance” to get the truth out. 
However, she said, making such 
an explicit pronouncement was 


“not our responsibility.” 

Pat Norman, director of the 
Institute for Community Health 
and Outreach, asked what Gayle’s 
vision is for the future. 

“I think we have to do a better 
job of evaluating what works and 
what doesn’t, and what outreach 
is most effective,” Gayle said. 
“There is no one approach, it’s got 
to be comprehensive.” 

She added that the CDC is 
“feverishly trying to build up” its 
behavioral science unit. 

Schatz pointed out that 
HIV/AIDS prevention funding 
has been “butchered” by 12 years 
of cuts during the Reagan and 
Bush administrations. 

Gayle also discussed the pros 


and cons of name reporting for 
those infected with HIV. Al¬ 
though the CDC officially has 
taken no stance on name report¬ 
ing, Gayle said the CDC does sup¬ 
port states that do name report¬ 
ing. 

She acknowledged there are a 
lot of negatives associated with 
name reporting, including dis¬ 
crimination and loss of insurance. 
However, she said that from a 
strictly public health aspect, there 
are positives to name reporting, 
including being able to ensure a 
person gets treatment and being 
able to track the person. 

“We are looking at different 
issues of name reporting,” she 
said. T 
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Pragmatic Supremes

he U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled Colorado’s Amend¬ 
ment 2 (banning gay rights 
laws) unconstitutional last week, 
just as President Clinton was an¬ 
nouncing that he would definite¬ 
ly not veto the “Defense of Mar¬ 
riage” bill. I have to admit I’m dis¬ 
appointed in Bill: heck man, you 
won’t even waffle on our behalf? 
But I think that in the long run 
the court decision bodes well for 
the marriage issue down the road, 
whatever comes of this bill. 

If the queer community really 
mobilizes - yet to be seen -1 think 
it can win a major battle. The 
Right is used to winning through 
a media blitzkrieg that maximizes 
the homophobic reaction. Then 


usually there’s a little backlash in 
the polls afterward, but by that 
time, the issue’s been decided. But 
in this case they’ve chosen such 
horribly weak legal ground that 
they can’t win in front of a fair 
court, at least if we haven’t already 
caved into their initial blitz. That’s 
why the Supremes’ Colorado de¬ 
cision is so important. 

To say I’m disappointed in Bill 
Clinton is a mouthful, given my 
generally low expectations. God¬ 
dess knows I never dreamed he’d 
say something like “gay people 
have a right to marry and Ameri¬ 
ca needs them as parents.” That 
would take an Abraham Lincoln 
stature to which Bill does not as¬ 
pire. Nor did he take the technical 
opposition ploy of claiming that, 
although he supported what the 
bill stood for, he would have to 
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oppose it because it’s flatly un¬ 
constitutional. The Right would 
have smoked him on that one 
pronto. 

But I really thought he could 
safely avoid committing himself 
on the veto. Then, depending on 
how rough a ride the bill has and 
how public opinion settles down 
after the first shock, he might 
come out and veto it, perhaps 
then offering the “unconstitution¬ 
al” ploy. But as long as he 
held out the possibility 
of veto, there re¬ 
mained a handhold 
for the issue, a weak¬ 
ness, a chink in his 
homophti&'ic armor. 

So rather than take 
any chances 
whatsoever, it 
was decided to 
throw in the 
towel, months 
before the fight really begins. 

And I have to admit the tactic 
works. It leaves the Right with 
what they thought was a potent 
campaign issue looking rather 
flat. But it really makes it impossi¬ 
ble for me to like Clinton. Our 
community should take a “no 
veto, no cash” approach to the 
Clinton fundraisers when they 
come around talking about big 
bad Dole and Newt. 

We should also refuse to fund 
Clinton cheerleaders, even reluc¬ 
tant ones, like the Human Rights 
Champagne Fun and the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Farce. 
They are already wrestling with 
how to swallow this latest insult 
and retain some semblance of 
dignity, but ultimately, I bet both 
organizations end up supporting, 
endorsing and raising money for 
Bill. Urvashi Vaid, former director 
of the Task Farce, told the New 
York Times , “I can’t vote for this 
guy [Clinton]. I’m not going to

Terminal silliness 

The Supreme Court decision is 
the best news the queer com¬ 
munity has had for 
a long time. Legally 
the case was rock 
solid; the question 
was if the justices 
cared about that. 
And they did. To 
quote the New 
York Times: 
“...the decision 
was a strong 
statement, com¬ 
ing from a conservative member 
of a basically conservative Court, 
that prejudice is not a valid justi¬ 
fication for a policy that singles 
out gay people for special burdens 
not placed on others.” 

In short, what we have is a 
pragmatic court, instead of an 
ideological court. An ideological 
court would begin by deciding 
what ruling it wanted to make, 
and then go back and cook up 
some legalese to justify it. A prag¬ 
matic Court, in contrast, looks at 
the procedural and constitutional 
issues first and tries to figure log¬ 
ically from the law to a conclu¬ 
sion. 

This court proved itself prag¬ 
matic. Six justices voted against 
the ban, including the one ru¬ 
mored to be homosexual, which is 
always an iffy thing - will he have 
enough integrity to risk his clos¬ 
et? And in this case he did. 

It is not a pro-gay Court - wit¬ 
ness the Bowers case of a decade 
ago - but it’s not anti-gay either. 
The exception was Justice Anton 
Scalia, who wrote a dissent that 
literally spewed homophobia. He 
accused his fellows of “taking 
sides in the culture wars through 
an act not of judicial judgment 
but of political will.” In short, he 
accuses them of his own sin, of 
making decisions ideologically in¬ 
stead of pragmatically. 

The dissent calls the ruling 
“terminal silliness” and describes 
homosexuals as a group with high 
disposable income, dispropor¬ 
tionate political power, and “enor¬ 
mous influence” in American 
media and politics. Talk about a 
blast of pure homophobia! It 
could easily be a typical anti-Se¬ 
mitic tirade, what with the wealth 
and secret power described. 

Scalia was joined in his dissent 
by Justices Rhenquist and 
Clarence Thomas. Rhenquist is 
too committed a reactionary to 
give a fig for the Constitution, and 
Thomas probably doesn’t know 


enough law to get in the way of 
his prejudice. But 6-3 is still a 
pretty good margin. If this court 
gets a gay marriage case, it may 
well rule on its merits. If and 
when it does, Scalia will blow a 
gasket. I look forward to the day. 

Kiss ’em 

The whole gay marriage issue 
has been tossed in our lap, in a 
way very similar to gays in the 
military. The Right saw a chance 
to make homophobic hay out of 
the election atmosphere and 
mounted a major offensive. Last 
time out our community was 
caught flatfooted (our “national 
organizations” took about six 
months to organize any response) 
and basically steamrollered. In the 
aftermath of the defeat came the 
worst season of anti-gay violence 
in decades, as violent bigots took 
license at the recent snub of 
queers. 

Since we can’t avoid this issue, 
we may as well meet it head on, 
and at least create a chance that 
we won’t get steamrollered. 
They’ve chosen incredibly weak 
ground to stand on both legally 
and, I think, PR wise, because 
after the first shock of “gay mar¬ 
riage” sinks in and people start to 
look at the possibility, they’ll real¬ 
ize that allowing us to marry 
doesn’t take anything off their 
plates. In the face of a strong re¬ 
sistance, the initial homophobic 
blitz may fail and the backlash set 
in. 

So let’s form the Committee 
for Same Sex Marriages (CSSM, 
pronounced “Kiss ’em”). It will 
have to be a grassroots effort, per¬ 
haps starting with the local 
groups which have begun form¬ 
ing on this issue. In addition to 
the short-term goal of blocking 
the “Defense of Marriage” bill, it 
can have the longer term goal of 
promoting the legal recognition 
of gay marriage and educating the 
public on the issue. 

Why haven’t there been more 
lawsuits? We’ve all been waiting 
for the Hawaii case to Filter 
through; why not start some legal 
challenges in other states? If the 
“Defense of Marriage” bill does 
pass, individual states will still be 
able to sanction gay marriages 
and some - California, Massachu¬ 
setts - will probably do so regard¬ 
less of federal permission not to. 
We should start the cases rolling 
through the system now. 

This is a chance for the gay 
community to win a significant 
legal and PR battle. Rallies, lobby¬ 
ing, educational efforts should all 
be mobilized in a national effort. 
This is a bread-and-butter issue, 
one that strikes so deep into the 
system that if we are allowed mar¬ 
riage, it will undermine all at¬ 
tempts to deny us equality. That’s 
why the Right is fighting it so hard; 
we should fight for it no less. T 
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human beings, not special rights,”

The young people plan to join 
members of OOTI when they 
march in the upcoming Mayor’s 
Fourth of July Parade, considered 
to be the largest Independence 
Day parade in the Bay Area.

B ernard Cooper is in town to 
promote his brilliant new 
memoir of growing up gay in 
LA, Truth Serum (Houghton 
Mifflin). He’s less than pleased with 
the reading he gave at A Different 
Light the night before. It seems the 
bookstore employee who introduced 
him, a local personality who is better 
known for his drag persona, admitted 
he hadn’t read Cooper’s book, but said 
that anyone who could move Tony 
Kushner and Amy Tan to rapturous 
praise (their blurbs are on the book 
jacket) was OK by him. 

This is no way to introduce a huge¬ 
ly talented author who may be unfa¬ 
miliar to readers. If you work in a 
bookstore and you’re introducing an 
author, read the damn book! The 
dullard introducer might also have 
mentioned Cooper’s previous works, 
Maps to Anywhere, a fiction and essay 
collection which won the PEN/Hem- 
ingway Award in 1991 (no small feat), 
and the gem of a novel A Year of 
Rhymes. 

For all his acclaim, Cooper is still 
somewhat of a writer’s writer, known 
to those who care about beautifully 
crafted language and the high-wire act 
of personal prose. Truth Serum de¬ 
serves to be his breakthrough to a larg¬ 
er public: Cooper writes with honesty

Black-and-white like me 


‘New Work’ by Glenn Ligon at SFMOMA

A t first glimpse, Glenn Ligon’s “New 
Work” at SFMOMA looks like 
straightforward documentary, even 
if you’re not quite sure where to 
look. Further examination and closer con¬ 
sideration reveal a long, complex and still un¬ 
resolved loop of socio-cultural data unspool¬ 
ing itself beneath the surface. 

The 36-year-old Ligon (rhymes with 
Saigon) is black and gay — never an easy 
combo, never a singular identity. The inher¬ 
ent duplicity of his situation is expressed in 
two groups of black-and-white photos, given 
density and presence through enlargement 
and silk-screening. 

The group manifests itself in “Day of Ab¬ 
sence.” Four huge images reaching to the 
edges of their unstretched canvas and layered 
with black ink through a fine screen, interro¬ 
gate some off-center images from last year’s 


Million Man March. The individual dissolves 
himself in “Self-Portraits,” two bigger-than- 
life-size profiles and eight identical rear views 
of Ligon’s shaved head. Inked through a 
coarser screen, these ID photos collapse into 
optical illusions, allusions and disillusions, 
when seen up close. 

Ligon’s impressions of Farrakhan’s men- 
only Afro-American march on Washington 
use a lot of black ink, making the images 
murky and obscure if you’re looking for 
defining details; mysterious and frightening, 
if you’re afraid of the dark; and as formally 
satisfying as they are politically unsettling. 

Ligon has brought intense selection and 
focus to these run-of-the-mill news pho¬ 
tographs. “Gulliver,” an enormous long shot 
of the assembled marchers, is not immediate¬ 
ly read as a diptych whose right side mirrors 
the left. Doubling the image swells the (dis¬ 


puted) crowd size and explodes the notion — 
or relevance — of number and measure. 

The lower half of “Hands” shows a field of 
upraised palms, some fists, over which an all¬ 
black sky hovers like seriously negative space. 
“Screen” places a somber, just legible, video 
image of Farrakhan in a rectangle above the 
black heads of the crowd, turned away from 
the viewer, in triangulation with a washed- 
out white Capitol dome in the distance. 

“We’re Black and Strong” silhouettes pitch 
black fists and heads against a huge off-white 
banner that fills three-fourths of the image, 
beside a ghostly pale Obelisk. The fabric has 
been pierced in several places, forming small 
crescents of white sky. This strange, stunning 
image is both aesthetically sublime and redo¬ 
lent of black/white power struggles.

I f last week’s decision by the 
U.S. Supreme Court to throw 
out Amendment 2 has you 
feeling your queer oats and 
thinking about tying the knot 
with someone you love, perhaps 
you should consult the June 3 
issue of Newsweek, which plays 
host to a vivid tete-a-tete on 
same-sex unions between Virtu¬ 
ally Normal author Andrew Sul¬ 
livan and blathering neocon 
William Bennett. 

“It [queer marriage] is a deeply 
conservative cause,” writes Sulli¬ 
van. “It seeks to change no one 


else’s rights or marriages in any 
way. It seeks merely to promote 
monogamy, fidelity and the disci¬ 
plines of family life among people 
who have long been cast into the 
margins of society. And what 
could be a more conservative pro¬ 
ject than that? Why indeed would 
any conservative seek to oppose 
those very family values for gay 
people that he or she supports for 
everybody else?” 

Sullivan goes on to say that the 
institution of marriage is infinite¬ 
ly malleable. “For centuries mar¬ 
riage was by definition a contract 
in which the wife was her hus¬ 
band’s legal property. And we 
changed that. For centuries, mar¬ 
riage was by definition between

two people of the same race. And 
we changed that. We changed 
these things because we recog¬ 
nized that human dignity is the 
same whether you are a man or a 
woman, black or white.” 

In stark contrast to Sullivan’s 
simple and direct plea for under¬ 
standing is Bennett’s dithering 
obiter dicta, based on opaque 
ideas about sex and religion and 
no little amount of pomposity. 
“Marriage is not an arbitrary con¬ 
struct,” writes Bennett. “It is an 
honorable estate, instituted by 
God and built on moral, religious, 
sexual and human realities. Mar¬ 
riage is based on a natural teleol¬ 
ogy, on the different, complemen¬ 
tary nature of men and women — 
and how they complete one an¬ 
other.” 

After reading such nonsense 
one feels compelled to introduce 
Bennett to some of our parents, 
who were at their most complete 
when crashing dinner plates over 
one another’s heads or mowing 
each other down with their cars. 

As for Mr. Sullivan, we should 
refer him to a recent essay in The 
Nation by Katha Pollitt, which

U.S. Olympics get bent 

When the 1996 Atlanta 
Olympics Committee met with 
members of the community to 
plan the Olympics Cultural Festi¬ 
val, Chris Coleman, artistic di¬ 
rector of Actor’s Express, an At¬ 


lanta-based theater company, re¬ 
members thinking, “If people 
come here for the Games and 
they don’t hear from the gay 
community, they’re not seeing 
the real Atlanta. 

“I just wanted to vomit,” 
he told Out There. 
“These folks wanted 
to call the festival 
‘Southern Expres¬ 
sions,’ whatever 
that means.” 

To throw a little 
lavender into the 
mix, the 34-year-old 
gay director began 
lobbying for 
Olympics organiz¬ 
ers to stage The 
Harvey Milk Show, a two-act mu¬ 
sical by Atlantans Patrick 
Hutchinson and Dan Pruitt 
based on the life of SF’s first gay 
supervisor. With the help of a 
straight ally on the festival board, 
Coleman got his wish, and The 
Harvey Milk Show, which Cole¬ 
man describes as “traditional 
Broadway,” will be performed July 
12-16 in Atlanta, three days prior 
to the opening of the Games. 

“I’m hoping this show will let 
people from around the world see 
that Atlanta is not some backwa¬ 
ter place,” said Coleman. “I 
wouldn’t mind it either if the 
show sent people screaming into 
the streets.” 

Carnivorous condom 

Now, here’s a film Valerie 
Solanas would appreciate: Das 
Kondom des Grauens (working 
English title is The Condom of 
Fear) is a bizarre German comedy 
about a woman who loathes gay 
men and promiscuous sex. She 
develops a castrating condom 
that she lets loose in New York be¬ 
fore she is tracked down by two 
New York detectives, one of 
whom is gay. The film, which 
starts making festival rounds this 
summer, is based on a best-selling 
adult comic book written by Ger¬ 
man scribe Ralf Koenig, who 
also scripted the acclaimed queer 
love comedy Der Bewegte Mann 
(Maybe, Maybe Not, previously ti¬ 
tled Pretty Baby), which screened 
at last year’s San Francisco Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. 

Mea culpa 

Last week we gave short shrift 
to KQED’s programming for Gay 
Pride month, referring to it as so 
many “gems amidst the usual tin¬ 
sel.” ’Twas a bit shortsighted of us 
to be so dismissive, seeing as we 
completely overlooked Andrew 
Saw’s Ladies Please, a one-hour 
documentary about the personal 
and professional lives of the three 
drag performers — Mark 
Fitzhugh, Stuart Garske and 
Ritchie Finger — who provided 
the inspiration for the feature film 
The Adventures of Priscilla, Queen 
of the Desert. 

Saw’s film explores the person¬ 
al dreams, philosophies and fam¬ 
ily relationships of these three 
men. Garske is particularly 
poignant as he reflects on his par¬ 
ents’ acceptance of his lifestyle 
and how they helped him through 
the inevitable harassment and 
alienation he suffered at the hands 
of school officials and classmates. 
Ladies Please is required viewing. 
It airs on KQED Channel 9, Fri¬ 
day, June 21 at 9 p.m.

Melville the gambler 

French auteur mixed American noir, French realism

1 ean- Pierre Melville directed 
his first film, The Silence of 
HP the Sea, in 1948. In several 
ways this film predated — per¬ 
haps even paved the way — for 
the French NewWave. From 1948 
to 1972, Melville wrote and di¬ 
rected 13 films, mostly thrillers 
with occasional forays into a pe¬ 
culiarly French poetic realism. Yet, 
like Godard, Chabrol, Truffaut, 
and others who paid homage to 
him, Melville’s cinematic models 
were not French but American, 
Hollywood commercial films of 
the ’30s and ’40s. His obsession — 
it can only be called that — cov¬ 
ered genres (film noir), studios 
(Warner Bros, in the ’30s), and di¬ 
rectors (Robert Wise, William 
Wyler), and extended to personal 
affectations. His trademarks were 
a Bogart-like Stetson, sunglasses 
and trenchcoat. Director Volker 
Schlondorff, his assistant in the 
early ’60s, remembers Melville 
driving him for hours through the 
streets of Paris in a vast Ford 
Galaxy. Even his name was Amer¬ 
ican — in the early ’40s, while 
serving in the war, the man born 
Jean-Pierre Grumach read Moby 
Dick and adopted the author’s last 
name as his own. 

Still, Melville is more than the 
sum of his admittedly eccentric 
parts. His life reads like a 
cineaste’s dream. Born in 1917 in 
Paris to a middle-class family, he 
was given a 9.5mm movie camera 
and projector when he was six. He 
was maldng films before the age of 
10, and by 14 had decided to be¬ 
come a director. Still, Melville had 
time to join a street gang in Mont-

martre, where he indulged in bor¬ 
derline criminal activities that 
would later form the basis for his 
film Bob le Flambeur. After the 
war, he tried to get into the film¬ 
makers’ union but was refused, 
since he had no commercial expe¬ 
rience and — a perfect Catch 22 
— no union card. Undaunted, he 
set up his own production com¬ 
pany and made his first film, a 
comedy short. In 1948, Melville 
directed his first feature, based on 
a short story by Vercors. 

Melville’s daring and experi¬ 
mental bent — partly born out of 
what he called “penury” — were 
already in evidence with The Si¬ 
lence of the Sea. The film was shot 
in what would eventually become 
a blueprint for his style — insuffi¬ 
cient studio resources and funds. 
In this case, Vercors provided his 
own house for the interior shots in 
this triangle drama in which an 
old man and his niece are forced 


to house a German soldier during 
the Occupation. The most unusu¬ 
al aspect of the film is that it is al¬ 
most entirely a monologue spoken 
by the German soldier, creating a 
striking feeling of interiorization. 
The Silence of the Sea was typical 
of most of his later work, too, in 
winning critical approval (and the 
plaudits of his fellow cineastes) 
but failing commercially. 

Breakthrough flick 

Melville worked with Jean 
Cocteau on his next film, Les En- 
fants Terribles, based on Cocteau’s 
novel. It proved a tortured collab¬ 
oration, as Cocteau forced 
Melville to use his boyfriend 
Edouard Dermit in the lead. 
Again, lack of money forced the 
director to use his imagination, 
most notably in a “crane shot” 
made by placing the camera in a 
rising elevator. 

By 1953, Melville began build¬ 


ing his own studio, financed by 
his participation in Quand tu liras 
cette letre, an international copro¬ 
duction starring Juliette Greco. 
The studio — which burned to 
the ground but was rebuilt a year 
later — became part of his mys¬ 
tique for future members of the 
French New Wave. His determi¬ 
nation to make films on his own 
terms, without recourse to the va¬ 
garies of major studios and banks, 
provided a model for those who 
followed. 

His next film, Bob le Flambeur 
(Bob the Gambler), found Melville 
in a more relaxed, personal mode. 
Using the trappings of noir, the 
director fashioned a surprisingly 
light caper movie. The title char¬ 
acter, played by Roger Duchesne, 
is an aging gambler whose convo¬ 
luted attempts to pull off his last 
big job are thwarted when he wins 
a fortune from the casino he 
planned to rob. The film opens in 
typical noir style, with the wail of 
a bluesy saxophone behind the 
credits. Like most of his films, this 
one features extensive location 
photography, giving it a fresh 
quality that would recur in the 
films of Godard and Truffaut. 

Lesbian love 

Bob le Flambeur marked a 
turning point for Melville: with 
one major exception, the rest of 
his films are noirs. The exception 
is Leon Morin, Priest (1962), an 
uncharacteristically Gallic film for 
Melville set during the Occupa¬ 
tion. Emmanuelle Riva plays a 
communist who falls in love with 
a priest, played by Jean-Paul Bel¬ 
mondo. In spite of the darkness of 
the drama, Melville’s playful side 
emerges throughout. He plays 
with the audience’s narrative ex¬ 
pectations, letting scenes fade out 
after only a line or two of dia¬ 
logue, mirroring the fragmenta¬ 
tion of the characters’ lives under 
the strictures of war. 

Leon Morin, Priest also features 
a thrilling lesbian subplot, as Riva 
initially goes to the priest to talk 
frankly about being in love with 
her (female) boss, Sabine. She is 
wonderfully direct, almost sensu¬ 
al in describing her feelings: 
“When she leans over my work, 
her shadow caresses me.” Melville 
shows Sabine leaning over her in a 
loving near-embrace. 

Melville’s next films are those 
best known in the U.S., particu¬ 
larly Le Doulos, a kind of French 
Asphalt Jungle, complete with 
washed-up thugs and double¬ 
crossing women. Le Samourai 
(1967), with Alain Delon, is an¬ 
other noir, widely considered the 
director’s masterpiece. Released in

It's Elementary tackles homophobia in the schoolyard

| i omosexuality has become 

^ the rallying point for hate- 
i § mongering right-wingers, 
and “faggot” is the epithet of 
choice in school hallways. Debra 
Chasnoff and Helen Cohen’s It's 
Elementary — Talking About Gay 
Issues in School tackles the homo- 
phobic trickle-down from the 
adult culture wars by showing how 
gay-friendly teachers can broach 
the subject with their students. 

Chasnoff and Cohen, co-moth¬ 
ers with other partners, have an 
immediate stake in stopping the 
spread of homophobia in schools. 
As this film’s history proves, it’s not 
going to be easy. Pre-production 
took three years, while the produc¬ 
ers tracked down educators who 
were dealing with the controversial 
topic — and who were willing to 
let cameras film them doing it. 
Eventually, six elementary and 
middle schools in San Francisco, 
New York City, Madison, Wiscon¬ 
sin and Cambridge, Massachusetts 
agreed to brave the wrath of their 
school boards. 

This serviceable 75-minute 
documentary will find an audi¬ 
ence among educators and par¬ 
ents and possibly a spot on PBS. 
Chasnoff already has one Oscar

on the mantle for her documen¬ 
tary short Deadly Deception: Gen¬ 
eral Electric, Nuclear Weapons and 
Our Environment. The career ac¬ 
tivist took a big step for Holly- 
woodkind when she used her 
1992 acceptance speech to urge a 
GE boycott and to come out — all 
in just 45 seconds.

young people clearly need guid¬ 
ance from elders as they negotiate 
an increasingly volatile social en¬ 
vironment. 

Following the Socratic 
method, teachers in IPs Elemen¬ 
tary never lecture students. In¬ 
stead, they ask them to free-asso- 
ciate on the word “gay.” Suppos¬ 
edly, there are no right or wrong 
answers. Kids know what’s ex¬ 
pected of them, though, and these 
classrooms feel as latently pre¬ 
scriptive as any blatantly Christ¬ 
ian school. 

Bringing gay rights activism 
into the classroom may be sound 
strategy, but pretending that chil¬ 
dren are somehow morally supe¬ 
rior to the adults whose influence 
they parrot is naive verging on ex¬ 
ploitative. Why can’t liberal adults 
admit to taking a moral position? 

The most convincing argu¬ 
ment for bringing the gay debate 
into the classroom is site-specific. 
To the extent that prejudice 
against gays and lesbians infringes 
on students’ sense of personal 
freedom, it must be addressed and 
eradicated. The look in the eyes of 
the heroic educators shouldering 
this burden hints at the re¬ 
doubtable resistance parents are 
capable of mustering to an idea 
whose time is long overdue. 

In the classroom, as elsewhere, 
the underlying philosophical 
dilemmas are given short shrift. A 
young boy asks, “Why are people 
who do that [love people of the 
same sex] considered gay?” In other 
words, why need there be a catego¬ 
ry called “gay” into which people 
are put to begin with? That would 
seem to be the crux of the matter. 
Unfortunately, the question is mis¬ 
interpreted as a request for the de¬ 
rivation of the word “gay.” 

The very real horrors of the 
heterosexual lifestyle are sug¬ 
gested by a young woman who 
says that kids too young to be 
taught about homosexuality are 
too young to be taught about 
heterosexuality — and that any

No place like home 

SFB's current season hampered 
by too many venues

ast week, to assess damage 
^ from the recent fire, I was 
Hill given a hard hat tour of the 
War Memorial Opera House. 
With the fixtures gone, no lights, 
and ghost-like workers flitting 
among the three-story sheets of 
plastic that cover everything, it 
looked like an unexplored circle 
of Dante’s Inferno. Sudden bursts 
from acetylene torches sparked 
the dust-filled gloom. 

It was a torch spark that wiped 
out the center boxes on May 2. A 
view of the stage from this smoke- 
haunted area reminded me that, 
hell or not, it’s our opera house 
and we miss it. San Francisco 
Opera is plunging innovatively 
into the problem of losing a sea¬ 
son in the War Memorial, but San 
Francisco Ballet got the shaft. It 
loses two seasons and has neither 
the money nor resources to reno¬ 
vate existing theaters, as SFO is 
doing with the Orpheum and 
Civic Auditorium. 

So SFB sucked it up and 
danced heroically in three venues 
this season — Berkeley’s Zeller- 
bach Hall, the Palace of Fine Arts 
in the Marina and the Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts. Yerba 
Buena proved a perfect, intimate 
setting for up-close viewing of the 
company’s dancers, particularly 
David Palmer, who was over¬ 
whelmingly butch in Dietmar 
Seyffert’s punishing Back Home 
(music by Mahler). Palmer also 
took the lead of the madly mur¬ 
derous ballet master in Fleming 
Flindt’s The Lesson (music by 
Georges Delerue). While Tina 
LeBlanc’s relentlessly cheery stu¬ 
dent may have deserved chastise¬ 
ment of some sort, this ballet nas¬ 
tily suggests that the master is a 
clpset case who kills little girls for 
whatever pseudo-psychological 
reasons you care to invent. I’m 
afraid that, for me at least, on¬ 
stage stranglings have long lost 
whatever entertainment value 
they possessed. 

Yet when I expressed this view, 
I was accused of everything from 
being Pollyanna to not under¬ 
standing 20th-century art. “We 
live in a cruel, harsh world,” I was 
told. “To be relevant, today’s artist 
has to reflect today’s ugliness.” Oh, 
pooh. You think the 18th century 
wasn’t harsh, with its epidemics, 


toxic childbirths and revolutions, 
its lack of sanitation and an aver¬ 
age life span of 48 years? Yet 
Mozart, Watteau, Schiller looked 
upward. Even if you are forced to 
live in a cesspool, why is it more 
artistic to recreate muck then to 
try and imagine something better? 

George Balanchine was a 20th- 
century artist who didn’t wallow, 
who constantly tried to elevate his 
dancers and viewers with visions 
of attainable abstract perfection. 
In Concerto Barocco (Bach) and 
Ballo della Regina (Verdi) we have 
two such attempts. Sadly, neither 
performance I saw did justice to 
the sublimities of Balanchine’s 
chaste choreography. Concerto 
Barocco admittedly has been hard 
to look at without smiling since 
Les Ballets Trockadero satirized its 
convoluted daisy chains, but I 
think the tiny Yerba Buena stage 
may have added a constricting 
frame to Mr. B’s endlessly entwin¬ 
ing humanity. It looked silly. 

Ballo della Regina looked even 
worse in the barn-like expanse of 
the Palace of Fine Arts. Maybe it 
was the lack of air on a stifling Sat¬ 
urday afternoon, or the miserably 
unVerdian sounds coming from 
the pit, that lent the affair the aura 
of the high school dance recital. 
My companion, a music lover 
rather than a dance fan, dissed 
conductor Emil de Cou: “Has this 
guy ever heard a Verdi opera?” 

Perhaps the inhospitable 
Palace of Fine Arts helped spoil 
Ballo della Regina and Helgi 
Tomasson’s Sonata (despite silky 
dancing from Elizabeth Loscavio, 
Yuri Possokhov, Sherri LeBlanc 


and Jose Martin), but nothing de¬ 
feats Mark Morris. His 1988 
Drink To Me Only With Thine 
Eyes, new to SFB this season, 
starts with on-stage pianist Daniel 
Waite playing Virgil Thomson’s 
ghastly pounder, “Chromatic 
Double Harmonies.” You can feel 
the audience stiffen and groan as 
the music goes on and on in a 
pointlessly dissonant manner. 

Having reminded us who has 
the whip hand, Morris then pro¬ 
ceeds to soothe, enchant, tickle, 
amuse, amaze and finally — when 
Thomson’s jokey etudes reveal 
“the big tune” — end his off-cen¬ 
ter, swooning duets while we are 
still begging for more. Absolutely 
dazzling were the trio of young 
matadors — Peter Brandenhoff, 
Felipe Diaz and Jais Zinoun — 
while SFB stars Joanna Berman, 
Muriel Maffre, Sabina Allemann 
and Stephen Legate selflessly sub¬ 
mitted themselves to Morris’ egal¬ 
itarian ensemble. Drink To Me 
Only is so satisfying that it would 
look good in the bomb crater that 
our beloved War Memorial Opera 
House currently resembles. ▼

School daze 

O ne of the big audience hits at this year’s Teliuride Film Festival 
was the surreal film Institute Benjamenta, about a doomed 
boarding school. The film, made by the Brothers Quay (their of¬ 
ficial honorific), possesses such visual allure and sonic variety, it feels 
like a cross between David Lynch’s Eraserhead and Peter Greenaway’s 
A Zed and 1Wo Noughts. The first live-action feature by the Brothers, 
Institute commingles the fantastic and the mystical. The audience is 
lured into the labyrinthine corridors of the Institute Benjamenta, a 
dilapidated boarding school for the training of servants whose cur¬ 
riculum is insanely comprised of a single lesson. Jakob, the central 
character, enrolls at the Institute and gets ensnared in the goings-on 
of his peers and siblings Fraulein and Herr Benjamenta, who run the 
school. The film follows Jakob’s descent into the lower depths of the 
ill-fated academy and records its gradual disintegration.

True grit 

The Maverick Strain: showy but dry

4; atboys in cages, cowgirls in 
a corral, well-muscled 
Daddy in the bathtub get¬ 
ting scrubbed down by a sleek, 
adoring boy — these are some of 
the sideshows in Joe Goode’s lat¬ 
est carnival. The Maverick Strain, 
which runs through this weekend 
in the Forum at Yerba Buena Gar¬ 
dens. Goode’s latest is in celebra¬ 
tion of his company’s tenth an¬ 
niversary. 

At the door, cowboys meet 
you and hustle you through the 
gallery, up some stairs, or along 
the side, to one of three tableaux 
that come to life and run about 
Five minutes each, like puppet 
shows. As you peer through the 
peep-holes at the (gorgeous) 
boys in the underwear fantasy, 
you can hear both the cowgirls 
lamenting their lot in life across 
the way, and Goode’s seductive 
voice coming from somewhere 
overhead — and you expect, 
rightly, that you will be going 
there next, into the bleachers to 
see the main show. 

It’s tasty, molto theatrical, in 
the manner that Goode has been 
developing over the last ten years. 
Furthermore, it’s elegantly pack¬ 
aged, with faux-western music by 
Beth Custer and the Club Foot 
Orchestra Quintet and wonderful 
Americanist art direction by Nay- 
land Blake. But, for me at least, | 
this show was a disappointment. I 
felt jived, and as the ushers got 
more and more pushy, I found 
myself feeling herded, not wanti¬ 
ng to go along. 

Maybe this element of coer¬ 
cion was just opening night 
roughness, something that will 
work itself out as the show runs. 
Still, it kept me from getting ab¬ 
sorbed. 

Goode is meditating on John 
Wayne this time — the appeal of 
the strong, silent man — and 
maybe there’s just not that much 
there for Goode to work with. It 
feels like an elaborate but arid cu¬ 
riosity, not the juicy stuff he gets 
into with Doris Day or Barbie, or 
any country housewife’s fantasies. 
(He has gotten amazing richness 
out of wanting a Mixmaster, or 
dreaming of waltzing through 
washday.) 

When Goode first showed 
Twenty-nine Effeminate Gestures it 
felt like a riot was going to break 
out any minute. He worked our 
nerves with that one. It was bril¬ 
liant, and I will go see anything he 
does for the rest of his life in 
hopes of seeing something that 
electrifying, that true to life and 
close to the bone. 

Still, even working at half¬ 
power, Goode’s reflections on this 
material are worth attention. His 
own performance is languorous, 
seductive, enthralling. For the 
most part, the dances are banal, 
though a ballet mechanique of 
boy toys had some ideas, and the 
finale overflowed with sweetness 
and energy. The dancers escaped 
out the back and were seen 
through the windows in the Yerba«. 
Buena Gardens, dancing in front 
of the fountains as Goode sang 
about the pleasures of getting up 
in the morning. Miguel Gutierrez 
should also be mentioned for his 
diverting hotcha number, in 
blonde wig and flaming red dress, 
and for his fabulous demeanor as 
he first instructed the strong 
silent man to “overreact!”

and precision about awkward gay 
adolescence, doomed affairs and 
gym consciousness. He takes 
common experiences and endows 
them with great clarity and grace. 

Between readings, Bernard 
Cooper met with me at his down¬ 
town hotel. 

Roberto Friedman: Your memoir 
takes its title from the truth 
serum you were given by a psychi¬ 
atrist during therapy in the early 
70s. The goal was to "reduce the 
frequency and intensity" of your 
sexual fantasies involving men: in 
other words, to exorcise your ho¬ 
mosexuality. 

Bernard Cooper: In a funny way, 
that therapist was more misguid¬ 
ed than malevolent, so it was a 
waste of time and money. But on 
the other hand, I got an incredible 
high off the stuff! At a certain 
point, I realized that I really did go 
back [for therapy] because before 
I passed out on these drugs, Ri- 
dalin and sodium pentathol, I felt 
as if a flying saucer were landing. 
The light was the most awesome, 
unbelievable thing I had ever seen 
or heard. It’s really sort of a deli¬ 
cious experience, but it brought 
me to the -conclusion that no 
drugs, and no amount of psy¬ 
chotherapy, was going to change 
my homosexuality, and I had to 
deal with it. 

Also, I have to say, writing 
about losing my virginity to that 
girl, Allison, in high school, I dis¬ 
covered thi^ incredible thing, 
which is that writing about really 
bad sex is so much fun. I was hav¬ 
ing a field day writing about how

Do you see yourself in any sort of 
Jewish literary tradition? 


There are a number of Jewish writ¬ 
ers I derive a great deal of pleasure 
from. I love Philip Roth— his 
memoir Patrimony is one of the 
greatest pieces of non-fiction writ¬ 
ing. I love Stanley Elkin, his humor 
really knocks me out, and Cynthia 
Ozick. There is a kind of co-exis¬ 
tence of suffering and humor, and 
I’m crazy about Jewish humor. 
There’s something about how the 
wrongs of the world are never 
righted, or how experience is ulti¬ 
mately burdensome, your desires 
are never quite satisfied— that 
strain runs through Jewish humor, 
and I love that! Misery wedded to 
laughter and joy! I feel that those 
strains run through almost every¬ 
thing I do. 


You mention your uncle, also 
named Bernard, who was editor 
of Family Circle in the '50s. Do 
you think a literary gene runs 
through your family? 


No. My uncle probably was a great 
editor, because he was very alert, 
attuned to things around him. But 
my parents very rarely read, and 
I’m not sure where [my love of lit¬ 
erature] comes from. 


Because A Year of Rhymes was 
about your brother, whom you 
lost to leukemia, it's striking that 
he doesn't appear in your memoir. 


That was intentional in this re¬ 
gard: I knew that AIDS was going 
to come into it, I knew I would 
write about my relationship with 
Brian, and about so many people 
who have died. All three of my 
brothers have died, and it seemed 
that to add three more deaths to a 
book which ends with a good 
number of deaths, I didn’t know 
if the book could take it. I just 
didn’t want to commit myself to a 
book that was going to make me 
morbidly depressed for years! 


Both books seem to be a way to 
come to grips with loss. 


Even before the advent of AIDS, I 
had a really strong sense of mor¬ 
tality because of my brothers’ 
deaths. Also, my parents and my 
relatives complained endlessly 
about physical stuff. “Oy, my lum¬ 
bago!” or “I got gout!” So I grew up 
with this sense that you grow up 
and your body falls apart. A lot of 
good writing is about loss at some 
level. Even if the subject matter is 
serious or a bit grim, I feel that art 
has to be celebratory, too. It has to 
be a way of recognizing what is as¬ 
tonishing and amazing in human 
nature. So I hope that the gravity 
in my work is counterbalanced by 
a sense of joy. T 


absurd and awful it was! 


You also write about, as a 
young boy, hiding a stash of 
physique magazines— Pony 
Boys!— and learning about 
your capacity for deceit. 


I’m interested in that duality 
one’s desire seems this incred¬ 
ibly strong and immutable 
thing, but on the other hand, 
when I think back on the 
lengths I went to hide that 
stuff, and the fear that even 
permeated my dreams... It 
makes you into a kind of 
nascent criminal! 


Truth Serum is a memoir 
which uses Active techniques, 
just as A Year of Rhymes was a 
novel with autobiographical ele¬ 
ments. Do you set out intentional¬ 
ly to blend genres? 


I wanted to make Year of Rhymes 
sound like a memoir. I’m sort of 
enchanted with first-person nar¬ 
rative, and I wanted to carry that 
through to the novel. I really do 
think that memoirs have to com¬ 
pete with fiction, and there’s no 
reason why they can’t employ fic¬ 
tion writers’ devices: imagery, dia¬ 
logue, description. I’m often 
drawn to anecdotes, memories, or 
pieces of fiction that I write, not so 
much by the character or incident, 
but by an image that haunts or 
compels me, so I think both books 
have an emphasis on imagery. 


Your description of life at the 
WeightLifters Gym, set at the 
dawn of the AIDS era, is chilling. 
It's that daily disappearance of 
familiar presences at the gym. 


What led me into that piece was 
being at the gym. I wanted to 
write about men’s relationship 
with their bodies, because I real¬ 
ized that I had seen so many weird 
things, seen the effect of steroids, 
and the way people look at them¬ 
selves and each other, and I 
thought, “Holy shit! Why have I 
not written about this before?” 

I realized that it was also about 
the frailties and failings of the 
body. I was also simply trying to 
record my experience at that 
place: when I first went there, it 
held the promise of physical 
prowess and stamina, and it 
turned into something that was 
morbidly depressing, and people 
began to vacate. It seemed like an 
environmental manifestation of 
what was going on around me: 
the kind of decay, the mildew, the 
sense of things falling apart. And I 
was seeing that happen with 
men’s bodies all around me. 

Joan Didion once said that she 
wrote in order to know what she 
was thinking, and I feel the same 
way. 


When your lover and you took the 
HIV test, your results came back 
negative, and his came back posi¬ 
tive. 


Living with somebody about 
whom I care very deeply, and then 
having this rift between us, was a 
really difficult thing to negotiate. 
Not only dealing with his health 
and mortality, but also my fears 
around AIDS, which were consid¬ 
erable. The anecdote in the book 
about going to the doctor about 
my tongue was no joke: my 
tongue suddenly looked like it was 
from another planet, the surface 
of Venus! Also, I feel like it’s kind 
of a miracle that we have this in¬ 
credibly vital erotic life. It’s not 
talked about very much: the pos¬ 
sibility that eroticism can thrive in 
this kind of apocalyptic amount 
of death. I myself am completely 
astonished that eroticism can tri¬ 
umph over so much fear and 


pain. That’s not to minimize the 
kind of horror that’s happening, 
but to marvel aloud that sex and 
love are still possible.

cents equal Islam. The political 
references undermine the beauty 
of the image, deconstructing the 
symbolic use of beauty — specif¬ 
ically white beauty with its false 
corollaries of purity and grace — 
as something unscathed by the 
tragic, as something that should¬ 
n’t be destroyed. 

There are many ways to paint 
a self-portrait, as the Frida Kahlo 
show upstairs attests, but a view of 


the back of the head has not, until 
now, been one of them. Like a Zen 
koan, the dorsal “Self-Portraits” 
refuse to provide the familiar fa¬ 
cial characteristics we consider 
relevant to the process of identifi¬ 
cation. The back-of-the head shot 
is the one the police never bother 
to take. The back of the head, es¬ 
pecially when shaved, is a leveler, a 
common denominator, as vulner¬ 
able as it is arrogant. 

Turning away from the viewer 
can be felt as a slight, as a dis¬ 
daining to be stared at. Ligon in¬ 
vites us to contemplate what we

S cott Lucas and Joe Daniels may just be a couple of young straight 
hipsters from Zion, Illinois, but with their band Local H, they 
vocalize sentiments familiar to queers everywhere. “High-Fiv- 
ing Motherfucker,” the first single from their just-released As Good 
As Dead , takes aim at the sort of jock assholes who used to beat us 
up in high school: Your haircut is atrocious, it’s been the same since 
’83. Your glory days are over and so’s your stone-washed jeans. l\vo 
songs later they lambaste sickly-sweet couples on the rocking-yet- 
catchy “Lovey Dovey”: Don’t you hate it when people are in love? 
They’re so fuckin’ happy! 

Although just a drums-and-guitar duo. Local H blast their Nir¬ 
vana-inspired, punk-driven hard rock with all the sonic intensity 
of a full band. Scott has his guitar rigged in such a way that it sounds 
like he’s playing both a bass and a guitar. And while his vocal style 
may be reminiscent of the late Kurt Cobain, his lyrics are more sar¬ 
donic, such as on “Eddie Vedder,” which asks the question: IfJ were 
Eddie Vedder, would you like me any better? _ Adrian Roberts

don’t “see” when we’re shown 
everything: what we fail to un¬ 
derstand. He gives us time to con¬ 
sider our own ignorance. And if 
we persist in sticking our nose 
into the eight framed canvases all 
in a row, we’re mystified by their 
breaking up into a dizzying di¬ 
alectic of black and white dots, 
out of which it would seem the 
entire universe is co-dependently 
constructed. So much for the 
graven image.

Symphony season in home stretch

The following week Blomstedt 
returned to the podium with fel¬ 
low Scandinavian Leif Ove And¬ 
snes, a handsome and impressive 
pianist who was last heard here in 
1994. His return to Davies Hall 
was most welcome. 

Blomstedt opened with 
Haydn’s Notturno No. 1 in C 
major, a charming chamber work 
for ten players that set the perfect 
tone for the evening. Delightful is a 
redundancy in a sentence that in¬ 
cludes Haydn’s name, something 
Blomstedt is well aware of, as his 
crew served up a performance that 
warmed the entire audience. 

Andsnes opted for Beethoven’s 
Second Piano Concerto rather 
than a showy, bravura piece, a 
tasteful decision, as it allowed pa¬ 
trons to savor the pianist’s skills in 
a more restrained and classical 
mode. The obvious grandstand¬ 
ing of a late Romantic concerto is 
absent from Beethoven’s earliest 
essays, but that doesn’t mean they 
are passionless or that the player 
is any less challenged. 

Andsnes played with insight 
and finesse, proving depth to his 
talent and a seriousness to his na¬ 
ture. The conductor backed him 
with characteristic restraint and 
skill. The concert ended with

“TELL ME ABOUT YOUR FIRST TIME” 


F or several weeks now, the 
San Francisco Symphony’s 
subscription series has 
been winding down, and, not 
without a touch of irony, the de¬ 
nouement has been shepherded 
by former Music Director Her¬ 
bert Blomstedt. 

Comparing maestri is a waste 
of time. The differences between 
Michael Tilson Thomas and Her¬ 
bert Blomstedt are obvious and 
many. Where Tilson Thomas is 
catholic in his tastes, Blomstedt is 
meticulous and sedate. The former 
shows passionate involvement on¬ 
stage, the latter barely breaks a 
sweat. Both are satisfying on their 
own terms, however, and it was a 
pleasure to spend time again with 
the conductor emeritus. 

Blomstedt began his first re¬ 
turn visit to SF with J.S. Bach’s 
Saint Anne Prelude and Fugue, 
arranged for large orchestra by 
Arnold Schoenberg. This served 
as a brief curtain-raiser to the 
evening’s main event, a careful 
presentation of Bruckner’s gigan¬ 
tic Mass No. 3 in F minor. In 
Blomstedt’s hands, the Bach 
proved a delightfully ear-tickling 
show piece, but it really seemed 
more an afterthought, an excuse 
for an intermission, not an in¬ 
spired vehicle for Bruckner’s 
hushed reverence and massive cli¬ 
maxes. 

Blomstedt is famous for his 
sure grasp of Brucknerian archi¬ 
tecture, and his traversal of this 
thorny score was, generally speak¬ 
ing, successful. There were some 
numbing moments, to be sure, 
but the overall effect was uplift¬ 
ing, if not downright inspiring. 
What good aspects prevailed had 
little to do, however, with the as¬ 
sembled soloists. Soprano Benita 
Valente — never a personal fa¬ 
vorite — was substituting for an¬ 
other singer, but that doesn’t ex¬ 
cuse the fact that she displayed a 
consistently harsh and unpleasant 
tone. Couldn’t the powers-that-be 
have retained an artist better-suit¬ 
ed to this part? Tenor John Aler, 
bass Matthias Goerne and mezzo 
Dalia Schaecter performed their 
parts with care, but it was Vance 
George’s Symphony Chorus that 
put forth the evening’s most ex¬ 
emplary performance. 


Schubert’s Symphony No. 2 in B- 
flat major, a performance as tech¬ 
nically secure as it was passionate 
and robust. 

Last week brought Tilson 
Thomas back to the podium, and, 
in what is becoming expected 
form, he proceeded to bring the 
house down with rip-roaring ren¬ 
ditions of two Russian classics. 
Stravinsky’s 1947 final revision of 
his ballet score Petrushka has 
rarely sounded better (or louder). 
Each strand of this fabulously 
wrought score leapt to life under 
MTT’s precise and powerful di¬ 
rection. 

Tchaikovsky’s Symphony No. 
5 was hardly less thrilling. Tilson 
Thomas has an understandable 
affinity for this music (he is, after 
all, of Russian ancestry) and a sur¬ 
prisingly controlled and sober ap¬ 
proach. It was an attitude that 
yielded an even greater cumula¬ 
tive effect. As the audience 
jumped to its feet at the concert’s 
close, I couldn’t help thinking it 
was a hard-earned tribute for our 
new maestro. ▼

laying for Keeps is an ambi- 
' M' tious, albeit flawed, first 
1 novel. Stevie Rios has real 
skill as a writer, but her first novel 
is a lot like the three or four that 
followed it, and therein lies the 
problem. Rios wants to tell the re¬ 
markable tale of Lindsay West, 
who, following the death of her 
beloved Aunt Steph, travels to 
Venezuela to join the Orquestra 
Filarmonica de Caracas. There, 


she meets Rob, who becomes a 
best friend on the ride from the 
airport, and has a brief affair with 
Vi on her way to true love with 
Mercedes. She and Mercedes take 
a canoe trip down the Amazon, 
where they meet a mystic named 
Arminta who teaches them magic 
and takes them on all manner of 
out-of-body and out-of-mind ex¬ 



periences. There’s all kinds of po¬ 
litical stuff going on with sexism 
and homophobia in Venezuela 
and a mysterious illness that de¬ 
stroys Rob’s immune system. 

This part of the novel is all told 
via a journal discovered in a 
strange bookstore in Caracas by 
Becca, who gets to Caracas by way 


of an Olivia cruise she takes at the 
insistence of her best friend, Glo¬ 
ria. Becca’s fascination with the 
characters in the journal leads to 
Gloria’s journey to South America. 

So, we have the main plot, in¬ 
volving Becca and Gloria, the sub¬ 
plot, involving Lindsey in Caracas, 
the subplot of AIDS, and the sub- 
sub-subplot of Amazons on the 


Amazon, which may in fact be the 
real plot after all. This is simply too 
much stuff for a 242-page novel. 
Rios is not a bad writer, but with 
so much activity, she has to leave 
something out and that something 
is characterization. The result is a 
lot of people who are impossible to 
distinguish from one another, and 
about whom we care nothing. 
That’s too bad, because Rios is ob¬ 
viously a writer of some skill. 
Maybe next time Rios will com¬ 
pose a plot that gives its characters 
the time and detail they — and we 
the readers — deserve. ▼

Rush Limbaugh Is a Big Fat Idiot

publican Contribution to Public 
Debate.” Franken takes oft-repeat¬ 
ed tales of the Republicans and 
presents the actual facts instead. 
Consider that Gingrich claimed 
that “800 babies a year were being 
left in dumpsters in Washington, 
D.C. In this case, [Newt] was off 
by 796 babies. The four babies 
found in dumpsters in 1994 were 
rescued and cared for by govern¬ 
ment bureaucrats.” But why let a 
little thing like the facts get in the 
way of a good story. 

I also enjoyed Franken’s re¬ 
sponse to a letter he received after 
a C-SPAN appearance in which he 
discussed political humor: “To the 
Jew Franken: I saw you on C- 
SPAN, and I always knew you 
were a fag Jew. You fucking faggot. 

I know you spend all your faggot 
time on your hands and knees^ 
getting fucked in the ass by fellow 
Jew faggot Barney Frank while 
you suck off that faggot Gerry 
Studds.” Franken’s response: “He 
could tell all this from one little 
interview?” 

Of course, as enjoyable as Re¬ 
publican bashing is, the meat of 
the book, if you will, is Franken’s 
exquisite demolition of Rush 
(dare to be moronic) Limbaugh. 
In response to Limbaugh’s asser¬

I have to think that with a 
presidential election coming up, 
progressives need all the ammu¬ 
nition we can gather about those 
neo-fascist Republicans (is that 
redundant?). Franken provides 
facts, and lots of laughs along the 
way. I recommend Rush Lim¬ 
baugh Is a Big Fat Idiot highly. T

Heavy metal 


T wo blue chip galleries in the 
same building, Daniel Weinberg 
Gallery and Fraenkel Gallery are 
currently presenting an unusual joint 
exhibition, a survey of the work of 
Bernd and Hilla Becher. For forty 
years, the Bechers have collaborated 
on an unprecedented series of pho¬ 
tographs documenting “typologies” of 
industrial structures. Arranged in 
grids of variations on a theme, these 
visual catalogues of cooling towers, 
blast furnaces and grain elevators are 
more than records of the detritus of 
the industrial age: the buildings take 
on the beauty and gravity of monu¬ 
mental architecture. 

The images are as “cool” as can be: 
no human being, no weather, and very 
little in the way of landscape intrudes 
on the black-and-white, front-on de¬ 
pictions of metal, masonry or wooden 
structure. Unique among contempo¬ 
rary photographers, the Bechers’ re¬ 
markable life-long output is a pio¬ 
neering achievement both in concep¬ 
tual art (serial presentation, the 
beloved grid of modernism) and doc¬ 
umentary, so-called objective photog¬ 
raphy. 

But you need no theory to enjoy 
the works on display. If form follows 
function, then the elegant contrap¬ 
tions which they lovingly recorded are 
testament to the obsolescence of in¬ 
dustry. One grid of furnaces is a fren¬ 
zy of ductworks and piping; compar¬ 
isons of water towers in Germany, 
Luxembourg and the U.S. reveal dif¬ 
ferences in geometric solutions to the 
same basic problems. If you never 
thought you could be captivated by a 
rusting metal industrial artifact, a visit 
to the galleries this month may prove 
you wrong. ▼
